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CHAPLAIN’S VISIT. | NEW POLIcy BREAKS 


TO FRANCE 


Many Thousands of Jews 
in the Forces 


TWO CHAPLAINS FOR B.E.F. 


Dayan M. Gollop recently returned from a three 
weeks’ visit to France, where he put in some very hard 
work as Senior Jewish Chaplain to the Forces. 

In those three weeks he visited all the important 
centres where British troops are stationed—both in the 
base areas and in the front line. He held many services 
which were attended by Jews from all kinds of units, 
some travelling very long distances. 

These services, writes a JEWISH CHRONICLE representa- 
tive, were very much appreciated. Most of the men had 
not been to a Jewish service for a considerable time, 
while others had not had an opportunity of attending 
one since they went over in the early days of the war. 
How keenly the men who knew about it were looking 
forward to a service was often revealed to Commanding 
Officers in censoring the letters of the men in their units. 


Personal Contacts 

Before beginning these services, the Senior Jewish 
Chaplain utilised the time to have an informal chat with 
the men, talking to them either in groups or individually. 
Following these eontacts, he wrote personally to all the 
men whom he had seen, doing this after a very arduous 
day's work, which began at 7.30 in the morning and 
continued until 7 o'clock, often without a meal. The 
remainder of the evening he devoted to writing letters 
to the parents and relatives of the men. 

As a result of his experiences and his contacts with 
Commanding Officers and men Dayan Gollop was able 
to convince the highest authorities in the B.E.F, that a 
Jewish Chaplain for the B.E.F. was absolutely necessary. 
Consequently, a Jewish Chaplain will proceed to France 
at the earliest possible moment. In due course he will 
act as Senior Jewish Chaplain to the B.E.F. 

{ also learn that there is a possibility of another Jewish 
Chaplain proceeding to France very soon. 

A gratifying feature about ‘Dayan Gollop’s visit to 
France was that wherever he went the various military 
authorities received him with the greatest kindness and 
helpfulness and special arrangements were made for his 
dietary needs. Wherever he went Dayan Gollop 
questioned the men as to the relationship between them- 
selves and their fellow-soldiers of other denominations. 
It was a great joy to him to hear the unanimous verdict 
that they are very happy with their units. Invariably 
they paid tribute to the good-fellowship that exists. 


Visit to the Grand Rabbin 

Dayan Gollop took the opportunity of his tour to see 
the Grand Rabbin of France, who readily placed his 
services at the disposal of the Senior Chaplain and 
he promised to do all he could to help any other Anglo- 
Jewish Chaplain who went out to France, | 

Though, of course, the numbers of Jews serving in the 
Armed Forces of the Crown cannot yet be accurately 
computed, I am able to state on the very highest 
authority that the Chaplain’s Office has actually been in 
touch with many thousands of Jewish men and women 
of all ranks. This record shows that the Jewish Com- 
munity can rightly feel proud of the Jewish contribution 
to the national effort in all arms. ee 

It was good to learn that both the Senior Chaplain 
and the second in Seniority, Rabbi Dr. Rabinowitz, are 
not now working only in London. The Senior Chaplain 
has been on duty at places as far apart as Kent and 
Yorkshire, while the bulk of the work of both Chaplains 
is not in London itself. Hundreds of services, I am told, 
are held for troops in camps every week by the com- 
missioned and officiating Chaplains. 


PALESTINE PEACE 


Land Stoppage 
Leads to Disorders 


TWO JEWS KILLED: 
LABOUR LEADERS GAOLED 


Palestine Jewry’s protest against tlic decision of the 
House of Commons to reject the motion of the Labour 
Opposition condemning the Land Sale Ordinance took 
the form of a general strike and impressive street 
demonstrations in Jerusalem, Tel-Aviv. and Haifa. 

A general stoppage of work Was ordered by all the 
Jewish institutions throughout Palestine. Jews were also 
asked to organise peaceful demonstrations. 

Headed by the two Palestine Ghief Rabbis, members 
of the Executive Committee of the Jewish Agency and 
of the Vaad Leumi, and the academic staff of .the 
Hebrew University, a demonstration of at least 15,000 
people marched peacefully through the streets of 
Jerusalem. The demonstrators carried banners inscribed 
with verses from the Buble. | | 

Other demonstrations also took place in the Jewish 
quarters, These were dispersed by the police. A curfew 
was immediately imposed on the city. Forty-three 
people were injured in clashes between the police and 
the demonstrators. 

In Tel-Aviv, a demonstration headed by Mr. Israel 
Rokach (the Mayor), the Municipal Councillors, and 
members of the Central Commitieé of «the Histadrut 
paraded through the streets.- Before the demonstration 
Mr. Rokach adressed a public meeting. Later a curtew 
was imposed. 

In Haifa, too, the Jews demonstrated and marched to 
the cemetery. There were no incidents. 


Death Through Baton Injuries 

Two Jews, Menachem Privas, aged seventeen, and 
Lipman  Lipszyc, aged twenty-seven, who were 
wounded by batons during the demonstrations against 
the Land Regulations which took place in Jerusalem, 
have now died of their injuries. It is officially stated 
that a Jewish constable was seriously wounded in 
demonstrations in the Hadar Hacarmel district, Haifa. 

The heads of the Jewish political parties in Tel-Aviv 
were invited to the District Office and warned that the 
Government's patience would be exhausted if the 
demonstrations continued. They received the warning 
in silence. 

The Tel-Aviv Labour leaders, Niemirovsky, Krassner, 
and Zirkin (President of the Hapoe! Sports Organisa- 
tion) have been sentenced to six months’ imprisonment 
administratively. They are detained in Acre Gaol. 


RICH ARABS APPROVE 
But Poor Arabs Protest 


Tue Times reports that the Emir of Transjordan, the 
Moslem Supreme Council of Palestine, Shukri el Taji 
(one of the largest Arab landowners in the Ramieh 
area), and Ahmed Hilmi Pasha (director of the Arab 
Bank and the Arab Agricultural Bank) have telegraphed 
to the High Commissioner expressing appreciation of 
the British Government's step concerning the control 
of land sales to Jews. “The new land law, far. from 
ruining Arabs, will actually prove a stimulus to the 
development of Arab lands,” states Hilmi Pasha, the 
leading Arab financier, who was recently permitted to 
return to Palestine after being exiled because of his 
membership of the former Arab High Committee. 

Palcor \earns that a number of Arab villages have sent 
a memorandum to the Government protesting against 
the Regulations. | 


KASHER MEAT PRICES 


Shechita Board’s Discussions With 
Butchers 


RETAILERS AND BOARD CONDEMN 
EXCESSIVE CHARGES 
Provision for Evacuees 


Mr. Isaac Landau, the President of the Board of 
Shechita, made an important statement on matters 
under discussion with the retail butchers, at a meeting 
of the Board which was held on Tuesday at the Vestry 
Offices, in Heneage Lane, E.C.3. 

As was probably well known. he said, the Ministry of 
Food recently published a Schedule of Maximum Prices of 
Meat sold by retail, which Schedule was incorporated in a 
Statutory Order having the force of an Act of Parliament. 
By such Order the prices of kasher meat were fixed at one 
penny per lb. more than those to be charged for non- 
kashere meat. It was particularly specified that the addi- 
tional penny was payable to cover the fees for Shechita. 

Mr. Landau then reviewed the various talks which had 
been held between representatives of the Retail Butchers’ 
Association and of the Shechita Board. Ihe Retail 
Butchers claimed that the charge of one penny was not 
justified. They took the view that the Id. per Ib. could 
only be charged upon the net sales by the butchers of meat 
and not upon the actual weight of meat purchased from the 
Ministry of Food. Only two thirds of the meat purchased, 
they pointed out, was actually sold by them to the Jewish 
public, and they therefore sought a deduction in the price 
of Id. per |b. They asked for an allowance of 25 per cent. 
irrespective of the charge for offal, in respect of which 
they claimed an additional allowance. After negotiations 
the Butchers’ Association accepted a reduction of 224 per 
cent. It was however clearly intimated to the Butchers’ 
Association that this was purely a temporary arrangement 
and that the matter would come up for review after 
rationing had come into force.

The Jewish public, said Mr. Landau, now knew clearly 
that the charge of Id. per Ib. was the utmost that they were 
called upon to bear and thus the suggestion oft-times made 
that the charges made by the Board of Shechita are ex- 
cessive was disposed of. The Statutory Order of the 
Ministry of Food had established that at no time had the 
Jewish public by reason of any action of the Board been 
called upon to pay a sum exceeding one penny per Ib. upon 
he price of kasher meat. 

After Mr. S. J. Lampel had raised the question of the 
provision of kasher meat for Jewish evacuated childr 
the President said this matter was being considered by Rab 
Dr. Goodman, who is Chairman of the Kasher Canteen 
Committee, and by the Central Committee for the Evacua- 
tion of Jewish Children. He assured the Board that every- 
thing was being done, as far as possible, to provide for the 
needs of such children. 

Dayan H. M. Lazarus said a great effort was being made to — 
provide canteens for Passover for those children who were 
in groups and could not get away. 

Ihe President assured the Board that they were doing 
everything possible to further the cause of kashrut and that 
whatever funds were available within reasonable limits, he 
was sure the Board would sanction for this cause. 


Complaints of Overcharging 


Mr. Landau said that as complaints had been fairly 
general that the price fixed by the Ministry of Food in 
their Schedule had been exceeded by certain Jewish butchers 
and that in several cases they were charging more than the 
statutory price, he took that opportunity of stating that 
such a practice was bad not only from the point of view 
of the Jewish consumers of meat, but would also create a 
very bad inipression on the community as a whole. _ 

“| cannot too strongly appeal to the butchers,” said Mr. 
Landau, “to exercise reason and fairness in this matter.” 

He stated most definitely that if a specific case were 
brought to the notice of the Board and it were proved 
that a butcher was deliberately charging more than the 
price scheduled by tae Ministry of Food, very serious 
action would be taken by the Board in the matter. 


In reply to a member, the President made it clear that he 
was only referring to certain butchers and not to the trade 
as a whole. 

Mr. M. Breckman (representing the Retail Butchers’ 
Association) said that all the butchers had received definite 
instructions to observe the schedule and his Association 
intended to co-operate in seeing that the schedule of prices 
was strictly observed. 

Mr. Landau said he had also received complaints that 
certain butchers were charging with the bone combined. 
That was also unlawful. 

The accounts for the past financial half-year were passed 
and among the recommendations of the Executive Com- 
mittee which were carried were that a grant of £500 be 
made to the United Synagogue for services rendered and 
that a grant not exceeding £1,150 be made in respect of 
Rabbinical District Supervisors for the current year. 


LONDON JEWISH HOSPITAL 
Ladies’ Aid Association 


“It is most encouraging to find that so many others 
endorse my own view that however many and pressing 
may be the claims that war conditions have brought us, it 
would be a standing reproach if we were to abandon the 
good causes which meant so much to us in times of peace.” 

Mrs. James de Rothschild made this statement when 
presiding as President over the annual general meeting of 
the London Jewish Hospital Ladies’ Aid Association on 
Thursday of last week at 64, Addison Road, W. (by invita- 
tion of Mrs. Max. Wiseman). 

Presenting the annual report and balance-sheet, Mrs. de 
Rothschild said that the number of their members had 
slightly increased since last year, but there had been a 
falling off in the number of their juvenile members. The 
Cot Fund, which belonged to the Children's Section, bene- 
fited considerably last year from the Garden Party and 
Children’s Fair, which they held in conjunction with the 
North-Western Child Guidance Clinic. The Cot Fund was 
increased by £127, which brought the total up to £379 at 
the end of the financial year The Linen League was now 
causing them some anxiety owing to the present conditions. 
The cost of linen needed for the Hospital before next 
September was £150. If every one of their members could 
collect ten sixpences over and above their normal sub- 
scriptions, this alone would mean £100 for their Linen Fund. 
In conclusion, Mrs. de Rothschild, on behalf of the Com- 
muttee, paid a warm tribute to the work of their Hon. 
Secretaries, Miss B. Oppenheimer and Mrs. J. Wassermann. 

The report and balance-sheet were adopted.

ERI JABOTINSKY 
Detention But No Proceedings 


CoLoneL J. C. WeEDGWoop (Lab.. Newcastle-under- 
Lyme) asked the Colonial Secretary whether he would 
make inquiries concerning the imprisonment at Acre for 
investigation of Eri Jabotinsky, a Palestinian citizen, 
especially as to how long the investigation would take; 
and whether he would assure the House that this inves- 
tigation would not result in indefinite internment with- 
out charge or trial. 

Mr. Matcotm MacDonaip: Jabotinsky is at 
present detained, on grounds of public security, under 
Regulation 15B of the Palestine Defence Regulations. 
li the necessary evidence is forthcoming, he will be pro- 
secuted; I cannot give any indication as to how long 
the High Commissioner may think it necessary to pro- 
long his detention.” 

Later Colonel. Wedgwood asked whether Eri Jabot- 
insky was allowed to see friends while awaiting trial, and 
why he was not allowed to communicate with his mother 
in England, but was allowed to receive letters. 

Mr. R. V. GRIMSTON (Treasurer to H.M. Household), 
who replied, said that Jabotinsky was not at. present 
awaiting trial. He was detained under the Palestine 
Defence Regulations. He was allowed to see one visitor 
a week, and to send any reasonable number of letters. 
No obstacle was placed in his way of communicating 
with his mother in England. 

Colonel Wedgwood: “ Has the proposal to try him for 
getting these 2,400 Jews from the Danube to Palestine 
been abandoned; and if so, why?” 

Mr. Grimston said he would inquire of the Colonial 
Secretary and communicate his to Colonel 


Wedgwood. 
MR. DAVID KIRKWOOD 


Many questions were asked about the activities of 
Lord Tavistock and the terms of peace which he pur- 
ported to pass from the German to the British Govern- 
ment. As a supplementary, BRIGADIER~-GENERAL SPEARS 
(Con., Carlisle) asked: “Is the right hon, Gentleman 
aware that a number of persons in the * Christian Settle- 
ment Group’ under the chairmanship of Lord Tavis- 
tock were previously connected with the * Link,’ and are 
the activities of this group and its connections and com- 
munications with enemy agents being closely watched?” 

Str JoHN ANDERSON replied: “1 think we are fully 
aware of what is going on.” 

Whereupon Mr. Davin Kirkwoop (Lab., Dum- 
barton) said: “ Will the right hon. Gentleman see that 
no more restrictions are put upon us in this country, 
whether they emanate from Jews or anybody else?” 


REFUGEES IN BRITISH GUIANA 


In reply to questions by Mr. Davip ApaMs (Lab., Consett) 
and Mr. Fomunp Harvey (ind., English Universities), Mr. 
MALCOLM MACDONALD said that up to September 30 last, 
about forty persons who might be classified as refugees had 
obtained admission to British Guiana. Owing to the war 
the refugee organisations had been obliged to suspend 
action in regard to the experimental scheme which was 
suggested by the Commission which visited the colony in 

early part of last year. The Government were not 
providing a motor road to the highlands. They had 
expressed their willingness to finance the making of the 
road only if the initial experiment in settlement indicated 
that settlement would be a success and the road of practical 
use.

REFUGES FOR REFUGEES 


A_ glowing description of the great opportunities 
awaiting Jewish refugees in San Domingo, and assur- 
ances that the rights of the Jewish settlers in the Latin- 
American Republic will be unimpaired have been given 
by Mr. Rosenberg, the initiator of the scheme. He 
contends that no fewer than 100,000 Jews could 
eventually be settled in time in the Dominican Republic. 

The Toc (New York), in recording these facts, says that 
San Domingo is not to be the only “Jewish refuge” on 
the American continent. If the Secretary of the Interior, 
Mr. Harold L. Ickes, has his way, there will be another 
one in the frozen wastes of Alaska. Not discouraged by 
previous efforts, Mr. Ickes again announces that his 
proposed setthement in the territory had received one of 
the most comprehensive endorsements of any large and 


far-reaching national development ever proposed in the 
United States. 


THE MIZRACHIS RESPONSIBILITIES 


the Mizrachi Organisation, a writer in the MIZRACHI 
Weo (New York) points out, has never pretended that 
it has any monopoly over Jewish orthodoxy nor has it 
ever boasted of being Torah-loyal Jews—an obvious 
allusion to the Agudath Israel. 

What the Mizrachi has always stood for and insisted 
upon, the article observes, was that, by being an integral 
part of the Zionist Organisation, it has the opportunity 
of stressing the religious aspect of the movement. As 
such it has always striven and fought for the religious as 
well as the material advancement of Palestine. 

At a time when other orthodox spokesmen either held 
themselves completely aloof from Zionism, or even opposed 
it, the Mizrachi bore the heavy responsibility of standing 
within the Zionist movement and co-operating in all the 
work im and for Palestine, struggling all the time against 
anti-religious elements and tendencies in Zionism. The 
love of Torah and the love of Israc! is parallel with the 
efforts of the Mizrachi. It has always refused to denounce 
any section of the Jewish people, belicving this to be con- 
trary to the Jewish spirit. While fighting insidious 
tendencies, the struggle was always within; the Mizrachi 
has never sought external forces to influence the direction 
of the Jewish national movement That explains its 
triumph, not only to a large extent in Palestine itself, but 
also in the Diaspora. The influence of orthodox Judaism 
in the United States and the consolidation of Jewish 
learning through the formation of Yeshivot and schools 
would never have come to fruition but for the endeavour 
of the Mizrachi. 

The article concludes that now more than ever, when 
religious Judaism in large areas in Central and Eastern 
Europe has been destroyed, the Mizrachi Organisation has to 
do its utmost to inculcate the spirit of Jewish learning and 
to emphasise the religious element in the revival of the 
Jewish people and the Jewish land. 


YIDDISH IN THE U.S.A. 

A discussion in the Jewish Press in the United States 
has been going on for some time as to the period when 
Yiddish was first used in the United States. It has been 
proved that the Yiddish language was current, though 
only ina few sections, long before the stream of Jewish 
immigration from Central Europe began there. 

\ writer in the MorNING Journat (New York) now 
quotes the view that Yiddish in America ts almost as 
old as the Yiddish language itself, which is several centuries. 
According to that authority a certain Isaac Cohen, a tnend 
of President Jefferson, frequently employed the Yiddish 
language in writing and speaking, and has left behind him 
several volumes of notes in Yiddish. While this fact ts 
in itself, of course, no conclusive proof that Yiddish was 
used so many years ago, there is hardly any doubt but 
that the language was known and used by Jews in the 
U.S. much earlier than is generally believed.

Obituary 


MR. DAVID MORRIS 
A Worker for the Incurables 


The Rev. Ernram Levine writes: 

The recent death of David Morris, at the age of 64, 
brings to an early close a career and a life of outstanding 
activity. After a youth spent in South Africa and in 
wandering round the world, he settled in England and soon 
found scope for his business acumen. He became one of 
the most successful builders, foreseeing the rapid develop- 
ment of Surburban London and the amenities of the 
modern flat. Amidst his busy life he found ample time to 
work for the community. For many years he had taken 
an active interest -in the management of the Home for 
Jewish Incurables at Tottenham and the recent building 
of the new Nurses’ Wing owes much to his advice and 
continuous supervision. He was interested and active also 
in the London Jewish Hospital and played a prominent part 
in the founding of the Stamford Hill Synagogue. He was a 
generous donor to any charitable appeal which aroused his 
sympathy and | have many recollections of his goodness 
and readiness to help any private cause brought to his notice. 
With all his many gifts he was a man of great modesty who 
had endeared himself to a host of friends who will mourn 
his all too early passing from their midst. He leaves a 
widow and four sons to whom our deep sympathy is 
extended. 

A Correspondent writes: 

Ihe sad death of Mr. David Morris,. of Greenaway 
Gardens, Hampstead, has robbed the community of an 
outstanding personality, and the poor of a generous friend. 
Imbued with a deep feeling of charity he had a sincere 
sympathy for those in unfortunate circumstances. The 
poor, the aged and the crippled, all were helped. Mr. 
Morris took an active interest in the work of the Home and 
Haspital for Jewish Incurables, He became the President 
of the North West Loncon Aid Society in 1926 and from 
1927 until the time of his death served on the Board of 
Management ot the Home. His. services were highly valued 
by his. colleagues, and his special gifts found useful 
employment when he was appointed Chairman of the 
Building Committee formed in connection with the new 
Nurses’ Home and Patients’ Extension. The patients, Com- 
mittee, and staff mourn the passing of one whom it will be 
ditheult to replace

THE LATE EARL OF CRAWFORD AND 
BALCARRES 


Mr. BertRAM B. BENAS writes: 

By the passing away of the Earl of Crawford and Bal- 
carres. the cause of Jewish literature has lost one who by 
tradition and some personal associations Was Ss) mpathetically 
interested in its upholding. Head of the illustrous House 
of Lindsay, he became by inheritance the possessor of the 
great family library, the Bibliotheca Lindesiana, and not 
only inherited the books but the love of culture, art, and 
scholarship, which had prompted in his forebears the 
famous collection. In 1901, that portion of the library 
known as the “ Crawford Manuscripts,” some 6,000 codices, 
scrolls, and tablets, were acquired by the John Rylands 
Library at Manchester. The Hebrew collection comprises a 
number of Scrolls of the Law, Megilloth, Illuminated 
Codices of the Hagadah and Liturgical Texts, as well as a 
Samaritan Pentateuch. It was this traditional association 
as well as the personal identification of the late Earl with 
literary culture which prompted the Union of Jewish 
Literary Societies (London) before the Great War to invite 
him, then a member of the House of Commons as Lord 
Balcarres, M.P., to be a principal guest at one of its 
conference dinners in London. His Lordship was always 
interested to hear of the progress of the Jewish literary 
movement and conveyed to me a message of congratulations 
and good wishes on the occasion of the twenty-fifth anni- 
versary of the reconstitution of the Liverpool Jewish 
Literary Society. 


Raper Isract Rosenson, former President of the Jewish 
National Fund in Lithuania and of the Mizrachi Organisa- 
tion. has died at Kaunas at the age of fifty-two. He was 
President of the New Zionist Organisation of Lithuania. 


The death has occurred in London of Mrs. Josrrnu 
SIL BERBERG, better known by her stage and screen name, 
Betty Dalska. She played successfully in both the Yiddish 
and English theatres, one of her roles in the latter being 
that of Mrs. Poyser which she created in Mr. Goldings 
* Magnolia Street.” Mrs. Silberberg was the wife of the 
well-known Yiddish actor, with whom she came to England 
with the famous Vilna Troupe.

IN AID OF RUTHENIAN JEWS 


A meeting was held on Thursday of last week of the 
Emigration Aid Committee for the Jews of Carpatho- 
Ruthenia at its offices at First Avenue House, High Holborn, 

Dr. Celina Sokolow was elected Chairman of the 
Committee. 

Mr. L. Stern, the Hon. Secretary, submitted a report on 
the work being done, and stated that he had succeeded in 
establishing contact with the Governments of various oversea 
countries, particularly Canada and Australia, and that there 
were fair prospects of being granted permits, under favour- 
able conditions, for a considerable number of Jewish farmers 
and landworkers in Carpatho-Ruthenia to immigrate. . 

Negotiations were being conducted with the Jewish 
Agency and the British Ministry for Colonies regarding the 
allotment of a number of immigration certificates to Pales- 
tine. The Committee was negotiating with the Hungarian 
Government with a view to facilitating the liquidation of 
Jewish property in Carpatho-Ruthenia on the basis of a 
transfer agreement, which would undoubtedly mean much 
relief to many local Jews. 

Sums for immediate relief were allotted to local com- 
munities and institutions, 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK _ 


Our Book of Common Prayer 


There are times when the writer of these words feels 
powerfully the need for prayerful devotion, for an out- 
pouring of the heart of the creature to Its Creator, a 
time when he senses his own frailty and his utter 
dependence upon Him who spake and the world was, 
when he feels that without the Everlasting Arms to 
support him he must inevitabiy fall into the bottomless 
abyss of despair, be cast into the Slough of Despond., 

And at such times, paradoxical though it may sound, 
he refrains from his customary attendance at Syna- 
gogue at Congregational Prayer, and retires to the soli- 
tude of his study to recite his prayers there. For, 
sad though the confession may sound, it ts, neverthe- 
less. true that the choice which lies before him ts either 
to “daven™ or to pray, to recite the statutory prayers 
with the congregation, or else utter them alone—slowly 
and prayerfully, allowing their meaning consciously to 
flow over him, affording him warmth, hope, confidence, 
and a spiritual exaltation and awareness that fortifies his 
soul. 

It is then that our Jewish Book of Common Prayer 
takes on a beauty and a spirit which is all its own. 
It is then that the otherwise mechanical repetition 
of words is transmuted into a daily new revelation as 
his mind seizes upon a thought that has hitherto 
escaped him, upon a phrase which opens up to him 
a new and unsuspected vista of exploration in the realm 
of the spirit. 

Let us take but one example, the six Psalms cxlv-cl 
which form the basis of the Psalms introductory to the 
Prayers proper, and let us speak of them first generally, 
and then contine ourselves to one single phrase. 

[he predominant impression which remains. after 
reading these beautiful Psalmslowly is the intense love 
of Nature in all its aspects which they reveal and which 
turns the thoughts of the Psalmist, as it does those of 
all truly religious people, from Nature to Nature’s God. 
In nearly every one of these Psalms that intense love of 
Nature finds its beautiful and impassioned expression, 
and in nearly every one comes the unconscious nexus 
which insists that the God of Nature is the same God 
who loves righteousness and who does justice on earth. 

PSALM ecxlvi: 

“ Happy .is he that hath the God of Jacob for his 
help, whose hope is in the Lord his God, who maketh 
heaven and earth, the sea and all that ts therein; 
who keepeth truth for ever; who executeth judgment 
for the oppressed, who giveth food to the hungry. 
The Lord looseth the prisoners, the Lord openeth 
the eyes of the blind, the Lord ratseth up those that 
are bowed down... 

PSALM exlvii: 

‘He healeth the broken in heart, He bindeth up 
their wounds, he telleth the number of the stars. . 
Who covereth the heaven with clouds, who prepareth 
rain tor the earth, who maketh grass to grow upon 
the mountains. He giveth to the beast his food, 
and to the young ravens which cry. ... He 
giveth snow tike wool, He scattereth the hoar frost 


lithe ashes, He casteth forth His ice like morsels. 
He sheweth His word unto Jacob.” 


Psatm calvin: 


‘Praise ye the Lord from the earth, ye sea monsters 
and all deeps.. Fire and hail, snow and smoke, stormy 
wind fulhiling His word; mountains and all hills, 
fruit trees and all cedars; wild beasts and all cattle, 
creeping things and all winged birds; kings of the 
earth and all peoples; princes and all judges of the 


earth, both young men and maidens, old men and 
children.” 


Could that lesson be more forcibly, more insistently 
taught? The God of Nature is the God of justice and 
righteousness, and man must add his voice to the many 
voices of Nature in praise of Him. | 

And from that general thought to a particular one. 
In Psalm cxlix we read: “ For the Lord taketh pleasure 
in His people.” At first sight it sounds like a possible 
reference to that old and fallacious doctrine of the 
superiority of the Jewish people, a doctrine which has 
done as much harm to the Jewish people as its basis in 
fact and in Jewish theology is non-existent. What 
then does it mean? The words which immediately 
follow provide a partial answer: “He adorneth the 
meek with salvation”; but it is to a verse of another 
of these Psalms that we must go for the complete 
answer. “ The Lord taketh pleasure in them that fear 
Him, in them that hope for His lovinekindness.” Would 
that the two phrases were truly synonymous, as the 
Psalmist unconsciously assumes them to be, that “ His 
people” were the same as “them that fear Him, that 
hope for His lovingkindness "! Then, indeed, would the 
third parallel verse from these Psalms find its complete 
fulfilment, “He will fulfil the desire of them that fear 
Him, He also will hear their cry and will save them.” 

May these few thoughts have the desired effect of 
bringing their readers back to an appreciation of one of 


our greatest spiritual treasures, our Book of Common.

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INDUSTRIES ARE DEVELOPING 


Palestine Will Soon Supply 
Near East 


FRENCH ARMY CONTRACTS 
Forty-Three New Firms Gazetted 


Significant facts about the recent development of 
Jewish industry in Palestine, which will make the 
country the chief industrial centre in the Near East, 
were given to an interview with the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency in Jerusalem by Mr. Arich Shenkar, President 
of the Association of Jewish Industries, and Mr. Tishbi, 
Director of the Jewish Agency Department for Com- 
merce and Industry. 

Altogether £13,000,000 has been invested in Palestine 
industry up to the present, Messrs. Shenkar and Tishbi 
stated. About a third cf this sum has been invested in 
building. In the last five months, 39 new industrial under- 
takings have been founded: in 1939, about 60 were founded 
and 21 old enterprises were extended. Palestine industries 
are at present manufacturing 70 new products, all of which 
have hitherto been imported from abroad. 

The French Army in Syria, it was revealed in the inter- 
view, is now one of the largest purchasers of Palestine 
industrial products. The total purchases of the French 
Army ‘have so far amounted to £100,000. The British Army 
authorities have also placed large orders with Palestine 
factories. 

About a quarter of the capital invested is in the Palestine 
Electric Corporation and the Palestine Potash Company. 

Industries employ about 30,000 people, and it is expected 
that with further development many more workers will 
be absorbed. 


Heavy Industries’ Progress 


The heavy industries are also showing rapid develop- 
ment. In the vicinity of Haifa a new steel factory is being 
established which will be the largest of its kind in the Near 
East, £25,000 has already been invested in this under- 


' taking, which is to produce the fines! steel, at present pro- 


duced only in Sweden. The owners do not expect any 
difficulties in obtaining raw materials 

Over twenty factories are producing foodstuffs, chiefly 
tinned fish and meat, chocolates, sweetmeats, jams, etc. 
Several factories are producing medical instruments, medica- 
ments, electrical accumulators, bulbs, machine parts, X-ray 
and ultra-violet ray lamps, etc. 

The growth of Palestine industry is due to a great extent 
to external causes, such as the difficulty of importing 
essential products manufactured cither in Germany or in 
the. countries under German rule. Imports from friendly 
and neutral countries have also dropped gftatly since the 
outbreak of war. All these factors have provided Palestine 
industry with its opportunity for development and for 
finding markets in the Near East. 


New Enterprises 


A .list of. new enterprises published in the Palestine 
Gazette comprises 43 firms, including 24 partnerships, two 
co-operative societies, one foreign company, 10 private and 
six limited companies. The authorised share capital of the 
last-named two groups aggregates £36,000, while the share 
capital of the Palestine Automobile Corporation, Limited, 
has been increased by £6,000. | 

Of the 24 partnerships, 17 are in Tel-Aviv, two in Haifa, 
and one each in Jerusalem, Petach-Tikva, Hebron, and 
elsewhere. 

A land development company, under the name of 
“Hevra Ammamit Leyishuv lIroni BTel-Aviv,” with a 
capital of £10,000, has been registered to “ acquire land 
and buildings for the urban population of Tel-Aviv.” Land 
development will also be carried out by four other com- 
panies with a share capital of £13,000. 

After long and protracted negotiations, a society was 
formed in Cairo last week for the marketing of Palestine 
industrial products in Egypt. [he society, which includes 
leading bankers and businessmen, will collaborate with the 
Foreign Trade Institute at Tel-Aviv. ,

FINANCIAL REPORT FOR 1938-9 


Depression and Alleviation 


GOVERNMENT’S LIGHT HIDDEN 
UNDER BUSHEL 


[From a Correspondent} 


The report of the Treasurer on the Financial Tran- 
sactions of the Palestine Government for the year 
1938-9 has recently appeared, and like so many of the 
publications of the Palestine Government, almost a year 
after the end of the period with which it deals. If 
only these reports appeared more promptly their value 
would be greatly enhanced. 

Two facts stand out. One is the severe depression, 
largely the reaction from the unhealthy and artificial 
boom from which the country suffered in previous 
years; the other, hitherto generally unknown, the con- 
tributions to assist groups, Jewish and Arab, which 
suffered from the unhappy situation. 

The Report covers only one year of the depression, 
but this silent assistance by the Government neither 
commenced nor ended with the year. Instances 
recorded in the Report are the reduction of the tax on 
citrus land from £3 6s. to 32s. per acre: reduction of 
the rents on leases granted in the recently reclaimed 
area at Haifa by forty per cent., the grant (by the 
British Government) of relief to distressed areas; and 
a loan on generous terms to the Hadar Hacarmel Com- 
mittee at Haifa to enable them to repair and extend 
their water supply, when no other source was willing 
to lend the required money. 


British Grant-in-Aid to the Rescue 


Under the other head the Treasurer mentions “ the 
gencral reluctance to invest money and a policy of 
caution generally pursued by banks in the matter of 
lending for new investment and development; the almost 
complete cessation of work in the building industry.” 

There were arrears in the Rural Property Tax amount- 
ing to about four years’ receipts and in the Urban 
Property Tax of almost two years’ receipts. The 
travellers on the Government railways numbered a little 
over a million as compared with almost two and a half 
million in the previous year. : 

The final result was. that although the accounts for 
the year showed a surplus of £244,608, this was only 
after the British Government had contributed £1,702,142 


in ‘grants-in-aid. If the British Government had not 


come to the assistance of the Palestine Treasury there 
would have been a deficit of £1,457,534. 


REGISTRATION FOR RECEIVING REFUGEE 
CHILDREN 


The Vaad Leumi is carrying out a registration of 
relatives willing to accept children {rom the Diaspora. 

It is intended to apply again to the Government for 
the admission of children. Last year, it will be recalled, 
520 certificates were obtained for children; 460 of these 
children have already arrived in Palestine and are 
staying with their relatives. 


REVISIONIST HEADWAY 


Negotiations with Agency 
NATIONAL CONFERENCE TO BE HELD 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


The Revisionist labour movement has been making 
headway during the past few months. I was told by one 
of the Revisionist Party leaders here that a unique 
development has been the Plugoth Giyus, literally, the 
Enlistment Squads, of thirty to sixty young men each, 
of which there are now seventeen. These Plugoth 
undertake to work for two years under any conditions 
and in any locality assigned to them, no matter how 
tough the task. They have gone to the most unpromis- 
ing areas (an example is the Plugah at Rosh Pinah in 
the difficult tobacco-growing branch) where successful 
agricultural development has been initiated. 

The Revisionists have a model farm at Tel Zur, near 
Zichron Jacob, on land given by the P.LC.A., and the 
Emica is now responsible for the project. A similar 
farm is to be set up in Mishmar Hayarden. 

Progress is also reported with the Tel Hai Fund. A 
campaign is about to be launched in Buenos Aires, to 
which Mr. V. Jabotinsky and Lieut.-Colonel J. H. 
Patterson, D.S.O., are going. In South Africa, the Tel 
Hai campaign has been headed by Mr. Robert Briscoe, 
Eire M.P., who received a message of greetings at its 
outset from Mr. Israel Rokach, the Mayor of Tel-Aviv, 
and Chief Rabbi Dr. I. Herzog, of Palestine, who was 
formerly in Dublin. 


Talks Reach Serious Stage 


I am also informed that official negotiations are now 
proceeding between the Jewish. Agency and _ the 
Revisionists concerning the latter's participation in the 
work of the Jewish National Fund and the Palestine 
Foundation Fund on suitable terms, and these talks 
have entered a serious stage. It will be all to the good 
if full Revisionist participation in the Funds can be 
assured. 

According to the latest figures, the budget of all 
Revisionist institutions in Palestine will amount to 
£P135,000 in 1940. This amount covers such institu- 
tions as the Palestine Revisionist Party, the Brith 
Trumpeldor, the ordinary Plugoth and Plugoth Giyus, 
the National Labour Organisation, Youth Aliyah, 
Revisionist Kupat Cholim (Sick Fund), and immigration 
and training needs. It was decided at the last National 
Council to summon a National Conference in Tel-Aviv 
for about the end of March or not later than Passover 
week. 


OIL 


The Iraq Petroleum Company, which recently 
obtained a permit from the Palestine Government for oil 
surveys in southern Palestine, has begun prospecting in 
the Beer-Sheba district, says the Agence d'Orient. The 
work is being done by three teams, under the guidance 
of the Company's engineers.

** AUSSIES ” SETTLE DOWN 


Intense Interest in Tel-Aviv 
PICKING UP HEBREW 


[From our Correspondeni—JERUSALEM] 


The Australians have lost little time in settling down 
in their camps “somewhere in Palestine,” and have 
now begun to make their presence known to the urban 
populations as a result of successive leave-parties. This 
Citizens’ Volunteer Army is a remarkable conglomera- 
tion of trained militia officers and enthusiastic other 
ranks drawn from all walks of life. It is by no means 
uncommon to find as an officer one who worked for the 
firm of which the private in the ranks was the head or 
manager or son of the proprietor. 

One sergeant with whom I talked stated that he had 
been a newspaperman in Sydney, but threw up his job 
on the morning that recruiting for overseas service 
was announced. He added casually that he was earning 
“a score a week * (£20). His wage in the army certainly 
was not “a score a month.” I am told, too, that one 
of the commanding officers of the Australian Army 
Medical Corps is of the Jewish faith, born at Jaffa 
towards the end of last century; he had gone to the 
Commonwealth in his youth and risen to be one of its 
most prominent surgeons. Among the officers are a 
City Engineer and a Chief Commissioner of Police. 

The “Aussies” are beginning to pick out a few 
Hebrew and Arabic words with which to interlard their 
conversation, and while in Tel-Aviv, where they soon 
made friends, especially with the younger inhabitants, 
they use “Shalom,” ““Todah Rabbah,” and “Be vakasha.”’ 
They are intensely interested in Tel-Aviv, which more 
nearly resembles the cities of Southern § Australia, 
particularly in its rapid growth. : 

On the first day of their arrival, their high jinks led 


them to volunteer as traffic constables, displacing the _ 


grinning Jewish point-duty policeman, who stood by 
good-humouredly. One courteous “ Aussie” directing 
trafic at a busy Tel-Aviv intersection was not content 
with waving on the cars, carts, and vehicular traffic: he 
insisted on stopping each one and shaking hands with 
the driver! 


THere are in Palestine about 550 Jews from. Italy and S80 
from Italian possessions, such as Rhodes, Libya, and Corfu 

THe income of the Jewish National Fund during February 
amounted to the record sum of £54,700, which 1s double the 
amount raised in the corresponding period of last year.

Tue Palestine Government is considering legislation for com- 
pulsory car and omnibus imsurance against third-party and 
passenger risks. If the legisiation is enacted, the transport 
industry plans to increase freight and passenger tariffs. 


DECREASE IN CRIME 
Families Return to Abandoned Homes 


(From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM| 


There was a remarkable decrease in murderous attacks 
during December, 1939, when only ten murders were 
reported throughout the country, compared with 
eighteen in November, twenty-four in October, thirty- 
three in September, and fifty-one in August. The years 
total (the incidence was mainly in the first part of the 
year) was 495, compared with 582 in 1938. Attempted 


- murders aggregated 547, considerably less than the 


preceding year. 

Burglary by housebreaking in 1939 totalled 1,096 
cases, while thefts of animals were 1,537. 

| have already reported that blood-feuds are now 
being settled amicably among the Arab population, 
instead of through the traditional resort to physical 
retaliation. In this connection, the District Officer at 
Nablus. Badieh Effendi Bushrui, seems to be doing 
yeoman work in. pacifying villagers still in dispute and 
enabling many families to return to the homes which 
they had abandoned for fear of reprisals. - 

On the other hand, it is interesting to observe that, 
with a peasantry now willing to assist the ends of law 
and order, the Military Courts at Jerusalem and Haifa 
have begun hearing cases of murder and illegal carry- 
ing of arms committed as far back as eighteen months 
ago. The police, who prepare the dossiers for the 
Military Prosecution, are able to complete their investi- 
gations into these charges apparently as a result of 
information given by persons no longer intimidated. 


‘BACK FROM EGYPT 
Symphony Orchestra’s Great Success

The Palestine Orchestra has returned to the country 
from Egypt, where it scored a succés d’estime during a 
short season in which it gave five concerts; the entire 
proceeds of one of them (£E600) were devoted to the 
Egyptian Red Cross for the relief of the Turkish earth- 
quake victims and war victims. Both Huberman, the 
soloists, and the musicians gave their services free. 
Among those present at this last concert were a personal 
representative of King Farouk, who was unable to 
attend owing to a slight indisposition, and the British 
Ambassador and Ambassadors, Ministers and Chargés 
d’Affaires of fifteen countries, as well as prominent 
members of Egyptian society. | 

The ninth subscription series of the season inPales- 
tine was opened at Tel-Aviv on March 2. Ignaz 
Neumark, of Holland, is conducting the first two series, 
and has as his soloist Simon Goldberg, who was the 
first leader of the Berlin Philharmonic and, at the early 
age of-sixteen, was first leader of the Dresden Phil- 
harmonic. He played Beethoven's Violin Concerto in 
his opening concert.

NEW AIR SERVICE TO BE 
LAUNCHED 


Tiberias to Tel-Aviv 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


The initiation of a new internal air service within 
Palestine has been forecast by the Tel-Aviv monthly 
PALESTINE AND MippLe East MAGAZINE, a trade and 
industry publication, which states that the new line will 
connect Tiberias and Lydda airport with Tel-Aviv. The 
service will assist greatly in developing the Tiberias Hot 
Springs establishment, and is to be operated by the 
Aviron Company. 

lhe pilots will be chosen from among the graduates 
of the Aviron Flying School. The Tiberias terminus 
will be at Asdoth Jacob, near the shores of Lake 
Kinnereth and the Power ‘Station at Naharaim. _ A 
hangar with accommodation for eight to: ten ‘planes 
is being built at Asdoth Jacob. There have already been 
thirty graduates of the Aviron Flying School, the only 
one of its kind in this country, and they were given “A” 
certificates authorised by the Palestine Goyernment. 
The Aviron Company has eleven machines, of which 
seven are training ‘planes and four for the conveyance 
of passengers. 


HEBREW PLAY SERVICE 
A Useful Enterprise

An interesting experiment has been started by Mrs. 
Margot Klausner and Mr. Joshua Brandstetter, of Tel-Aviv, 
in “ Moadim,” Play Publishing House, the object of which 
is to bring to the attention of producers and others the 
virtues of the Hebrew drama. 

Their 1939 40 offering, which is got up in a neatly 
printed brochure giving excellent digests of the plays and 
short biographies of their authors, comprises dramas on 
Palestinian and Jewish life by some well-known people. 

Nathan Bistritsky, of the Jewish National Fund, is 
represented with two plays, “ Jerusalem and Rome” and 
“The Last Night,” and others in the volume are Sulamith 
Bathdori, Alter Katzisne, Moshe Lifschitz, Eleazer Lubrani 
(Hebrew Director of the Palestine Broadcasting Service), 
Zeev Nahari, Martin Rost, Aaron Pollack, Abraham 
Schlonsky, and Friedrich Lobe, One particularly poignant 
play is “Ship Without Anchor,” Sulamith Bathdori’s 
account of a refugee ship that drifts hopelessly in mid- 
ocean for weeks without food, water, or fuel. 

There are also some eighteen plays for children (including 
a Purim play by Dr. Sammi Gronemann, Chairman of the 
Zionist Congress Court).

SHIRKERS OF THE WORLD UNITE! 
Beggars Can Be Choosers 


A trade union of beggars has been formed in Tel- 
Aviv, according to the Jewish Telegraphic Agency, at 
a general meeting of all beggars in the all-Jewish city. 

The meeting decided to divide the city into terri- 
tories, each territory to be exploited only by a certain 
group. The meeting was convoked to put down 
racketeering, following the capture of the most lucrative 
Streets by a few enterprising beggars. 

_ The meeting also decided that any beggar disregarding 
its decisions should be called to account before a special 
court of honour. 

The beggars’ trade union has issued a statement to 
the press asking for the help of the public. The trade 
union, the statement declares, aims at becoming a model 
organisation in Tel-Aviv. 


CITRUS ALCOHOL FACTORY STARTS 
PRODUCTION 


[From our Correspondent—JeRUSALEM] 


Production of citrus alcohol has begun at the new 
factory established at Tel Mond, in the Sharon, by 
Mr. Samuel Vider, a Hungarian Jew who lived for 
fourteen years in Greece. The alcohol will be distilled 
into a liquor which is a cross between whisky and 
brandy, and not dissimilar to the popular Hungarian 
prune-brandy known as “ Slivovitz”’ and much to the 
liking of connoisseurs of liqueurs. The method of dis- 
tilling citrus alcohol in this way is stated to be unique. 

The Palestine Distilling Company Ltd., which Mr. 
Vider has formed, invested about £P.5,000 in the con- 
struction and equipment of the plant, and some twenty 
hands are employed. About twenty-four tons of second- 
grade (non-exportable) citrus fruit will be used daily 
in the twenty-four hour shifts. 


A PLAN for public works costing a total of £P16,000 was 
submitted by the municipality of Tiberias to the Assistant 
District Commissioner in connection with the Verne 
loans recently announced.

New Palestine Land Ordinances 


The Reply of the Jewish National Fund 


MR. USSISHKIN’S MESSAGE 


When the Palestine Land Ordinances were promul- 
gated we at the London office of the Jewish National 
Fund (2a, Blenheim Gardens, N.W.2) received the foliow- 
ing cable from Menahem Ussishkin, President of the 
World Jewish National Fund in Jerusalem: Read 
Jeremiah, Chapter 32, Verse 44. 


Men shall buy fields for money, and register deeds, 
and seal them, and take witnesses in the land of 
Benjamin, and in the places about Jerusalem, and in 
the cities of Judah, and in the cities of the moun- 
tains, and in the cities of the valley, and in the cities 
of the south: for I will cause their captivity to return, 
saith the Lord. 


PISS OW TWiT) 


The meaning of the message is plain: We are told to 
put our trust in the Divine promise so oft repeated in the 
Bible that Israel shall be restored to its land and to 
the soil of the land. With the assurance derived from 
such promises we can be confident that the plans of our 
opponents must fail. Let us recall the words of the 
Hagaddah: “In every generation there rise against us 
those who wish to destroy us, but the Holy One, Blessed 
he He, saves us from their hands 


WHAT ARE THE LAND ORDINANCES” 


The Land Ordinances fulfil the threats made in the 
Palestine White Paper of May, 1939. Palestine is divided 
into three regions: 

(1) In Zone A the transfer of land save to a Palestinian 
Arab is prohibited 

(2) In Zone B the transfer of land save to a: Palestinian 
Arab is also prohibited unless the approval of the High 
Commissioner is first obtained. Such permission will not 
be granted except for consolidating, extending or facilitating 
the irrigation of holdings already held by another com 
munity: to enable land held in undivided shares to be 
parcelled out; in furtherance of special schemes of develop- 
ment in the joint interest-of both Arab and Jew to which 
the Government has given its approval. 

(3) The remainder of Palestine is free from restriction. 

In general the Haifa Bay area and part of the Maritime 
Plain forms the unrestricted region where we can buy 
land without hindrance as hitherto. The Hill country 
as a whole. and various parts of the Plains will form 
the completely closed zone. The rest of the country 
is included in Zone B where land sales can only take 
place with the approval of the High Commissioner. 


ARE THE LAND REGULATIONS LEGAL? 

The Palestine Mandate requires the Administration to 
encourage the close settlement by Jews on the land and 
to facilitate the acquisition by the Jews of State lands 
and waste lands. Simple commonsense indicates that 
Ordinances that prevent Jews from acquiring land of 
anv kind in large areas of Palestine cannot possibly be 
in keeping with the letter or spirit of the Mandate. 

But what do the legal authorities say? The Palestine 
White Paper, which includes the present land Ordinances 
in outline. was examined by the highest international 
authority, the Permanent Mandates Commission of the 
League of Nations. In its report to the Council of the 
League it set out the following conclusion: —_ 

(1) The Commission was unanimously of the opinion that 
the White Paper placed an interpretation on the Mandate 
which was contrary to the interpretation previously placed 
by the British Government on the Mandate and contrary 
to the interpretation hitherto accepted by the League. 

(2) The majority of the Commission—consisting of the 
independent neutral members declared that the White Paper 
was incompatible interpretation that could be 

t on the Mandate. | 
PA fies such a decision the action of the Government in 
carrying the proposals of the White Paper into effect 
shows a disregard for the sanctity of international law. 


LAND ORDINANCES IN’ KEEPING 
AWITH. THE SPIRIT OF BRITISH COLONIAL 
POLICY? 
The answer to this question is given with unexampled 
force and clarity by THe Times in the closing paragraph 
of a leading article published on February 29, 1940. 
We quote the passage below: 
"The real objection to the policy of restriction is 
based, not on the letter of the Mandate, but on funda- 
mental principles of the British political philosophy. 
It is against all our cherished conceptions to deny to 


any group of subjects in a country administered by the 

British crown the full status of citizenship in that 

country. The disastrous history of Ireland in the 

eighteenth century is a sufficient warning against the 
policy of permanently limiting the capacity of 
followers of a particular religion to acquire land. 

The Jews in. Palestine are not of course threatened 

with any comparable degree of disqualification. 

But the evil principle is undeniably present in the 

Regulations, which consequently, however necessary 

they may be as a palliative, are only tolerable as a 

temporary expedient. Happily the Government 

memorandum in their support contains an assurance 
that they are not to be treated as final and 
irrevocable. 

This opinion receives added weight from the high 
prestige and responsible attitude of THe Times and the 
fact that it was published during a war fought for the 
sanctity of international law and good faith between 
nations. The view of THe Times is also that of the 
Liberal and Labour opposition and even of supporters 
of the Government 

Let us draw attention to the phrases used. “It is 
against all our cherished conceptions to deny to any 
group of subjects full status of citizenship.” “ The evil 
principle is present in the regulations " which “are only 
tolerable as a temporary expedient.” THe Times com- 
forts itself by quoting the Government assurance that the 
regulations are “not to be treated as final and irrevoc- 
able.” In the face of such comments, can these regula- 
tions possibly endure? 


THE LAND ORDINANCES AS A’ NATIONAL 
HUMILIATION TO THE JEWS 


Every Jew reading these regulations must have been 
filled not only with bitter indignation but with a sense 
of humiliation. To quote the statement of the Jewish 
Agency : 

“ Ata time when, under the Nazis, millions of Jews 
suffer as no nation has suffered in modern history, 
His Majesty's Government take action endangering 
the Jewish national heritage, of which they are the 
appointed trustee. These Land Regulations forbid 
the acquisition of land by Jews in the greater part 
of Palestine, and severely restrict it in most of the 
rest, thus they bar to the Jews access to the soil of 
Palestine, and confine them to a Pale of Settlement 
in the country of their National Home. they make 
a mockery of the obligation, placed upon His 
Majesty's Government by the Mandate. to encourage 
close settlement by Jews on the land; they discrim- 
inate against the Jews on grounds of race and 
religion, such discrimination being explicitly for- 
bidden by the Mandate.” 


WHAT IS THE GOVERNMENTS DEFENCE OF 

THE REGULATIONS? 

The Government raise the exploded myth of the 
“landless Arab,” a that has been with us in one 
form or another for 10 years and the falsity of which 
we have repeatedly proved, [he riots of 1929 were 
attributed to landless Arabs! > When the Government 
searched for them, only six hundred and eighty doubt- 
ful cases could be found, In the last 20 years the 
Arab population has increased by about 400,000 people, 
and in all that vast concourse not 1.000 landless Arabs 
could be demonstrated. The Government being unable 
to prove the existence of landless Arabs falls back on 
the excuse that continued buying of land by Jews will 
in the future create a landless Arab class. That fear 
is equally groundless. We have demonstrated over and 
over again that the purchase of surplus Arab land by 
Jews enable the Arabs to cultivate their holdings to 
better advantage and to increase the number of families 
the land can maintain. The growth of Arab population 
and of Arab prosperity has been greatest just in the 
regions where Jews have bought land. The Arabs have 
stagnated where no Jewish land development has taken 
place. So it will be in the future. The Government are 
not oblivious of these facts and promise the Arabs that 
they will receive help from the new Colonial Develop- 
ment Fund which will replace’the moneys they received 
from land sales to the Jews. But will it? The Govern- 
ment is providing about £5 million annually for a 
Colonial Empire with a population of some 70 million 
people. The share of Palestine in this sum can only be 
of moderate dimensions. Contrast the fjgure that is 
likely to be allotted to Palestine with a sim of at least 
£500,000 per annum that the Arabs have received year 
by year for 20 years from land sales to the Jews. It 
would not be rash to say that the Arabs will be in the 
forefront of the protests against the Land Ordinances. 
Already 22 Arab villages have made such protests and 
their number will increase. 

The Government seem to be basing their case now on 


an appeal to the fears of the British public. As Palestine 
has been enjoying peace for six months, the Colonial 
Secretary conjures up possible exacerbations of Arab 
rioting and disturbances in adjacent Arab countries. 
This is surely a confession of the purely political motives 
behind the restrictions. 

The Land Ordinance is not a measure to protect the 
poor landless Arab. He can still be sold up by an Arab 
moneylender or an Arab bank. But he cannot sell part 
of his land advantageously to Jews to free himself from 
debt and put himself on his feet. The Arabs themselves 
claim that. of the 26 million dunams of land in Pales- 
tine, about 19 millions are uncultivable. Much of the 
land we have bought was so classified; Jewish energy and 
enterprise transformed it into fertile fields and prosperous 
farmland. Even the purchase of such land in Zones 
A and B is prohibited or restricted. To quote the Jewish 
Agency : 

“ The new regulations are a concession to Arab political 
claims, not a measure for the protection of Arab cultivators.” 


CAN WE STILL BUY LAND? 


The answer to this question is, of course, yes. Land 
purchase will be more diflicua; the areas in which we 
will be able to operate will be narrowed, but the acquisi- 
tion of land will go on with all the energy and all the 
resources aft our command. the present policy of the 
Government hurts the Jews without helping the Arabs. 
We have already pointed out that there are vast tracts 
in Palestine which are officiaily described by both 
Government and Arabs as “ uncultivable.” These areas 
ARE uncultivable by the Arabs and probably always will 
be. But the knowledge, skill, and energy of the Jews 
will make this land cultivable, as has been proved in 
other so-caLed uncultivable areas such as the Emek, 

But there is this to remember. Why have we not 
acquired as much land as we should have done in the 
past? It is not because the Government stopped us; 
it is not because the Arabs were unwilling to sell. What 
stopped us was lack of money, the failure of the Jewish 
people to rise to the height of its responsibilities. The 
position is the same to-day. 

Even in the free area alone, where land purchase is 
quite unrestricted, there is land available to buy which 
will cost us many mijilions of pounds to acquire. 

The most potent force in the Zionist movement has 
been the overwhelming urge of the Jew to return to the 
soil. We shall, of course, demand revision of these 
unequitable and illegal restrictions. But at the same 
time we must show the depth of our feeling and the 
urgency of our needs by taking advantage of every 
opportunity existing in those parts of Palestine that are 
still open to us. 


WE MUST REDOUBLE OUR EFFORTS 


This is not a moment to lose heart and down tools. 
On the contrary, the times call for redoubled labour, 
redoubled enthusiasm and redoubled sacrifice. Let us 
see to if that every dunam of land that is offered is 
snapped up at once. Remember there was never a time 
when the ‘“Avabs were more anxious to sell and were 
in greater need of selling. With a willing buyer (who 
can pay), no Government can stand in the way. 


LAND MEANS CONTINUED IMMIGRATION 


We ourselves believe that one of the motives influenc- 
ing the Government to introduce its Regulations was 
the vain hope that by this means immigration could 
be checked. During 1939 in spite of the White Paper, 
in spite of the war, in spite of great economic difficulties. 
no less than 27,000 Jews entered Palestine. This 
immigration will go on. It may be the wish of the 
Government so to cramp our economic expansion in 
Palestine that immigration will of its own accord be 
arrested. We must be on the alert against this danger, 
and leave no stone unturned to buy land without pause 
so that the stream of immigration may continue 
unchecked and be successfully absorbed into the life 
of the country. 


THE REGULATIONS WILL NOT ENDURE 

Sooner, rather than later, we know that these regula- 
tions will be withdrawn or radically revised. But we 
must not sit with folded arms waiting for political 
victories. We must snatch salvation from the very teeth 
of adversity. 

American Jewry has given us the right lead. Their 
reply to the Land Ordinances was to cable $250,000 
(£75,000) to Palestine. We want British Jewry to enable 
us to do the same. Let us fulfil the pledge made at 


*the last Conference of the Jewish National Fund in 


this country to raise £250,000 in the coming year. 
Let us make this year a record year for Jewish 


National Fund income and Jewish National Fund 


achievement. That is the reply our adversaries will 
understand; in that way will they be discomforted.

LAND LAW PROTESTS POUR IN 


Argentina to Raise £300,000 


N.Z.O. FLAYS BRITISH 
POLICY 


The U.S.A. Palestine Emergency Committee has 
decided to associate itself with the Jewish Agency 
statement protesting against the Palestine Land Transfer 
Regulations. The Committee is organising protest 
meetings throughout the United States. 

A campaign to raise 5,000,000 pesos (about £300,000, 
roughly £1 per head of the Jewish population), for 
Jewish overseas relief and Palestine reconstruction, has 
been launched at a mass meeting in Buenos Aires. The 
meeting, which was attended by 25,000 people, adopted 
a resolution protesting against the Land Sale Ordinance. 

The United Zionist Organisation of Canada sent a 
cable of protest to Mr. Neville Chamberlain. 

The South African Zionist Federation sent a cable 
to the Colonial Secretary protesting against the 
Ordinance which, it states, is calculated to frustrate the 
possibility of Jews acquiring the National Home. The 
South African Jewish Board of Deputies also cabled 
to the Colonial Secretary, stating that the Ordinance 
was an unjustifiable discrimination and especially a 
cruel blow to Jewish refugees. 


Progressive Abandonment of Obligations 


The Presidency of the New Zionist Organisation has 
issued the foliowing statement: 

“The New Zionist Organisation, representing hun- 
dreds of thousands of Jews in all parts of the world, 
and particularly the large masses of Jews in Central 
Europe now under the Nazi heel, declares that the new 
Palestine Land Regulations mark the final stage in a 
policy of progressive and unremitting abandonment of 
the obligations to the Jews under the Mandate. 

“ Since Britain accepted the Mandate, she has cut off 
Transjordan, the most extensive and. least populated 
part of Palestine from the area of Jewish settlement, 
virtually debarred Jews from settlement in the extensive 
Southern district of Western Palestine, rendered most 
difficult the normal acquisition of land generally, 
applied the greater part of the revenue derived from 
the Jews to purposes other than Jewish, and has 
restricted and finally fixed a term for Jewish tmmigra- 
tion into Palestine. 

“ The whole period from 1920 onwards has been one 
of struggle in which the Jews have endeavoured to 
make good and the Mandatory’ Government has. used 
all its powers to prevent the realisation of Zionism and 
the solution of the Jewtsh problem by the evolution of 
a strong, powerful and economically self-supporting 
Jewish Palestine. Consequently the New Zionist 
Organisation’s condemnation of the new land restric- 
tions goes hand in hand with the resolve to fight not 
only these regulations but the whole regime and system 
of which it ts but a symptom and the final act. 


“ The Struggle Now Opens ” 


“ The Presidency of. the New Zionist Organisation 
calls the attention of the British public to the fact that 
the British Government has enforced both its immigra- 
tion restrictions and its land regulations against the 
Jews without giving the Council of the League of 
Nations an opportunity of going into the report by the 
League Mandates Commission, the majority of which 
declared these measures to be contrary to the terms of 
the Mandate. These measures are, therefore, illegal 
and Jewry will, in the struggle which now opens against 
the Mandatory regime in Palestine, be doubly armed by 
the feeling that their fight is one of law against 
illegality and justice against injustice. 

“ The Jewish people finds itself at one of the most 

difficult moments of its long history. Millions of Jews 
are caught in the Nazi trap. Millions of others. both 
in the lands of the Allies and the neutral countries, 
stand ready to throw in their lot with the Allies in the 
struggle against Nazi domination. We are prepared to 
mobilise the physical and economic forces of the Jewish 
people in this struggle. It is for the Allies, and particu- 
larly Great Britain, to realise that they have chosen a 
singularly inopportune moment to emphasise that there 
is to be no change in their anti-Zionist policy. 
_ “On the one hand we have the Nazi regime embark- 
ing on the policy of Jewish extermination. and on the 
other we have the British Government shutting in our 
faces the only door to Jewish national salvation. No 
healthy people, and we are still a people with immense 
resources of strength and ability, can resign itself to 
such a situation.” 

Ihe Executive Council of the Zionist Federation of 
Great Britain and Ireland has issued a statement that 


it is “profoundly shocked by the announcement of 
His Majesty's Secretary of State for the Colonies that 
he had issued Regulations practically prohibiting the 
sale of land to Jews in Palestine, and hereby declares 
that this policy is a direct negation of the Balfour 
Declaration and of the Mandate under which Palestine 
is held by His Majesty’s Government. 

“The Executive Council,” the statement proceeds, 
“feels deeply that this action, provoking bitter resent- 
ment on the part of the Jewish people, has come at a 
particularly tragic moment when the sympathies of the 
British nation and of the civilised world generally may 
well be invoked on behalf of the suffering Jews. — 

“The Executive Council is of the opinion that if the 
policy as announced by the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies is persisted in, it will render the further tenure 
of the Mandate over Palestine by the British Govern- 
ment unjustifiable both morally and in international 
law.” 


“ Youth Cannot Accept This Decision ” 


The Federation of Zionist Youth, representing the 
largest body. of Young Zionists in the British Isles, 


“condemns to the utmost the decision of the British 


Government to restrict land sales thus discriminating 
against the extension of the Jewish National Home, and 
violating the spirit and terms of the Mandate, entrusted 
to it by the League of Nations. We view with the 
greatest apprehension,” they say, “this action which 
cannot but aggravate the differences between Arabs 
and Jews in Palestine. 7 

“ Moreover, this step has been taken without the 
approval of the League of Nations, and despite the fact 
that the White Paper policy of the British Government 
was declared by a decisive majority of the Permanent 
Mandates Commission illegal and inconsistent with the 
terms of the Mandate... . : 

“We, the Zionist Youth of the British Isles, cannot 
accept this decision of the.British. Government and 
declare our determination to resist this latest attempt 
to turn the Jewish National Home into a Ghetto.” 


Racial Discrimination 


The Poale Zion (Jewish Socialist Labour Party), 
says: “ [his policy constitutes a surrender of Jewish 
rights in Palestine and is contrary to the international 
undertakings of successive British Governments. — It 
ignores the decision of the Permanent Mandates Com- 
mission, and presents the League Council with a fait 
accom pli. 

“ Jewish Labour in Great Britain associates itself with 
the Statement of the Jewish Agency for Palestine and 
urges all progressive opinion to join the struggle 
against the creation in Palestine of a Jewish ‘ Pale of 
Settlement, reminiscent of Tsarist Russia. It seems 
inconceivable that Great Britain should make itself 
responsible for a policy of racial discrimination and 
injustice,” 


THE NEGEV 
Land Sales to be Allowed 


In a letter to the Datty TELEGRAPH AND MorNING 
Post, Sir Frank Sanderson, .Conservative M.P. for 
Ealing, draws particular attention to the following 
passage in Mr. Malcolm MacDonald's House of 
Commons justification of the White Paper : 

There will be no prohibition in that famous, spacious 
territory called the Negev, where we were told once 
upon 4 time populous communities were supported, and 
where many Members of the House think that in the 
future populous communities can be supported. In those 
areas transfers of land from Arabs to Jews will be 
allowed, but they will be controlled. The High Com- 
missioner will allow them. He will encourage them 


upon certain conditions. The conditions are set down 
in the Regulations themselves. 


He reminds readers of an all-party deputation to Mr. 
MacDonald last July, which put forward three points: 
1. ‘That the Negev should be treated as a separate 


area, 


2. Steps should be taken to implement the settlement 


of the Negev with Jewish refugees, and 
3. Work of strategical and Imperial 
should be started in the Negev.

Butchers’ shops, however, under the provisions of the Butchers 
(London) Closing Order, 1919, may be kept open until 8 p.m. 
instead of 7 p.m. during the four days next ne Pe ose 

it is provided by the Shops Act, 1912, that, 
throughout the whole of a Bank Holiday and that day is not 
the day fixed for the weekly half-holiday, the shopkeeper may 
keep his shop open either on the half-holiday immediately before 
or on the half-holiday immediately after the Bank Holiday. 
Good Friday is regarded as a Bank Holiday for the purposes 
or The aia requirements of the Shops (Sunday Trading 
Restriction) Act, 1936, are not affected by these arrangements.

Reduction of Work Threatened 


SERIOUS EFFECTS OF WAR ON FINANCES 
From Mr. CECIEL KAHN (Chairman) 


To the Editor of Tue Jewisu Curonicre 


Sink,—-May I beg a little space in your columns to place 
before the Jewish community a problem which they and 
they alone will have to decide in the very near future. 

i am reterring to the problem of the Jewish Home of 
Rest and whether or not it is to continue its activities or 
is to be forced, through lack of funds, to substantially 
reduce the number of beds available for the sick and dying. 

the Jewish Home of Rest was opened in 1927 with only 
thirty-six beds but so great was the demand that the Com- 
mittee were soon forced to consider the question of 
extending the building. A great effort was made to collect 
the necessary money and the extension was finally carried 
out in 1936, although it was not possible, due to lack 
of funds, to open all fifty-six beds until’ 1938 

lt will be appreciated that this extension which was forced 
on the Committee by the ever increasing demand for beds, 


entailed a much larger expense for upkene. So much se 
that legacies and other special donations, which might have 
been utilised as the basis of an endowment fund, had to 
be used as ordinary income. Pon! 

Owing to war conditions and the resultant impossibility 
of holding annual functions, the various Aid Societies will 
be unable to assist us in this direction. This means that 
our income will be immediately reduced by about twenty- 
five per cent. or nearly £2,000 per year. 

| appreciate that in these days Jewry has to shoulder 
ever increasing burdens but even so | feel sure that | am 
voicing the feelings ot the Jewish community when I say 
that we must not let our own institutions in this country 
close through lack of support. Two thousand pounds a4 
vear is Not a great sum but it must be found if the Jewish 
Home of Rest is to continue its services to the sick and 
dying.

If modern 
civilisation owes half its inspiration to the Aryan Greck and 
Roman, it owes the other and diviner half to the Semitic. The 
Bible has fired more creative minds in northern Europe than 
the Odyssey or the Aeneid. Plato and Dante and Shakespeare 
were Aryans. Christ was a Jew.”

THE REVIEWER’S ANSWER 
** Main Criticism Not Touched Upon” 
The reviewer of Mr. Bryant's book, Mr. G. Warburg 


writes : 

Mr. Arthur Bryant’s answer to my criticism of his book 
“ Unfinished Victory ” 1s rather surprising. More than four- 
fifths of my review dealt with what I claimed were distor- 
tions of fact in this book. | gave many detatled examples 
to show how Mr. Bryant accepted uncriticaily Nazi allega- 
tions, how he made use of some very dubious Nazi propa- 
ganda publications without so much as hinting in his book 
at the source of his statements, and how finally he distorted 
a quotation trom THe TIMES in order to serve his argument, 
In his reply, Mr. Bryant does not touch upon this serious 
criticism, Thus it must be assumed that he admits the 
charges. Instead he directs the discussion to side issues. 
Even here his reply is far from convincing. 

Mr. Bryant claims that it is totally untrue to state that he 
attributed the loss of the last war exclusively to the blockade 
and starvation and glossed over the effects of the military 
defeat. Mr. Bryant gives one quotation in which, it is true, 
he mentioned--but almost as an aside—German defeats, 
but the whole context of this quotation shows that the 
impression he gave confuses the German defeat with thé 
revolution, mutiny of the navy, etc. Nowhere in his book 
does he make clear the decisive military defeat inflicted 
upon the German Armies by the French and British Armies 
in August, 1918. Nowhere does he mention Ludendorff’s 
almost pathetic appeal to the Reich Government on 
September 28—that is, six weeks before the mutiny, before 
the revolution, before the flight of the Kaiser—in which 
lLudendorff demanded an immediate armistice. But on 
page I2 he writes: “In November, 1918, sooner than face 
another winter of starvation, the German people, broken by 
blockade, forced their Government to surrender.” And on 
page 32: “ By the end of September, shaken though still not 
broken, the rulers of Germany were desperate.” Actually, 
as Ludendorff’s appeal shows, they were by then broken. 

Mr. Bryant denies that his book is nothing but a defence 
of Nazi Germany's policy, and gives some quotations to 
show that he disapproves or regrets Nazi methods. Yet 
every mild reproof of Nazi cruelty is at once followed up 
by statements to explain and even sometimes to defend these 
brutalities. Even the quotations given by Mr. Bryant show 
that frequently he merely recorded the resentment of British 
public opinion but did not associate himself with it. 

Finally, Mr. Bryant denies that he is an anti-Semite. In 
my review there was not a single word implying that Mr. 
Bryant is an anti-Semite, If he is, he is, of course, entitled 
to his views. If he is not, he ought to have explained why 
he carefully collects all the Nazi allegations against the Jews, 
why he refrains from stating that they are Nazi allegations 
and instead retails them as undisputed facts. The effect of 
Mr. Bryant’s methods must be to impress upon the average 
reader that the Nazi case against the Jews isa strong one; 
and the faint praise found now and then for “ Hebrew 
genius " and “ decent Jews” resembles very much the “ good 
Jewish friends” of everyone who has brought false charges 
against the Jews and is faced with the hopeless problem of 
proving them. 

Again I wish to emphasise that my main criticism directed 
against Mr. Bryant's book, the charge that it distorts facts, 
has not even been touched upon in his letter of reply. 
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WHAT NAZIS DID IN LODZ 


Pillage, Murder, Rape 
THE END OF A COMMUNITY 


[From our former Warsaw Correspondent] 


Grim details of how the Jews of Lodz are being 
exterminated by their Nazi rulers have been given 
me by a person who left Poland only a few days ago. 
After Warsaw, Lodz had the largest Jewish community 
in Europe, for of the 700,000 inhabitants some 200.000 
were Jews. The community was the richest in Poland. 
and included some of the leading industrialists in 
Eastern Europe. Now all is in ruins. Thousands have 
died of hunger and disease, and thousands have been 
killed by the Nazis or taken to prisons and concentra- 
tion camps. The remainder is being subjected to an 
extermination process of unsurpassed brutality. 

As soon as the Nazis entered Lodz they arrested about 
5,000 Jews, including some of the most notable leaders. 
industrialists and shopkeepers were forced to sign papers 
“selling” their factories and businesses to the Nazis 
or their nominees. 

They find it very difficult to buy any foodstuffs, 
for the shopkeepers are forbidden to deal with them. 
Even the Polish population can do its shopping only 
during special hours. Most of the shops display signs, 
““'No Jews served here, Poles enter only through back 
door.” 

By order of the Gestapo the Jewish community must 
every day send away 2,000 Jews. The victims are not 
given much time, sometimes as little as a quarter of an 
hour. All the Jews in Zeromski Street were forced 
to leave within thirty minutes one freezing night at the 
end of January. They were taken to the station, thrown 
into goods trucks, and sent off to Lublin. Among them 
were women and children and old people. 


Deportation by Night 


My informant saw several such groups expelled. 
They were kicked and beaten without mercy. “I have 
seen German soldiers whipping these unfortunate Jews 
in the streets and at the station with a sadistic frenzy 
which made me think they were mad. Jewish women 
who dared to weep were knocked to the ground and 
kicked. One had her head smashed open with a pistol 
and was bleeding terribly while she lay on the ground, 
but no one dared to help her. She was left lying and 
the train ordered to proceed.” 

All Jewish shops were looted and sometimes German 
soldiers ordered the Jewish owners to sign papers that 
they had given or sold all goods to them. There were 
instances where Jewesses in the shops were raped. 


WHERE KINDNESS IS A CRIME 


Plight of Polish War-Prisoners 
in Germany 
[From our former Warsaw Correspondent) 


The Nazis are discriminating between prisoners of 
war, and are subjecting Jews to far harsher treatment 
than the non-Jews. A number of Polish prisoners who 
managed to escape report that Jews are given smaller 
food rations and are deprived of warm soup which 
non-Jews receive once a day. They are kept separately 
and put to do the hardest and most obnoxious work. 
They come in for frequent beating and kicking. 

One of the escaped Poles said that when they were 
first captured by the Nazis last September after a fight 
near Kalisz there were some thirty Jewish soldiers in 
a group of about 400. For the first three days they 
were driven along the roads into Germany without 
any food at all. They were given food only the day 
after their arrival. They were then transported to 
Frankfort. and here for the first time the Jews were 
segregated. 

All the non-Jewish prisoners were warned not to dare 
to show the slightest kindness to the Jews. “ Not even 
a match must be given them,” shouted the Nazi com- 
mandant. While some of the Poles were allowed to 
write letters home through the Red Cross, not one of the 
Jews was given that privilege. 

Some of the prisoners of war were taken out to work 
on farms near Frankfort, and the farmers were 
warned against showing any kindness to them. The 
orders to the civilian population declared: “It is hereby 
forbidden to supply prisoners of war with any articles 
of food, money, clothing, cigarettes, or to receive any- 
thing from them. All intercourse with prisoners of war 


is a crime.” In a verbal warning to the population in 


the villages, the Nazis added that those who broke the 

rules would be sent to prison or concentration camps, 

and that any act of mercy or gp rar to the 
isoners would be “dealt with swiltly. 

Pi The Jewish prisoners of war are not allowed to work 

on the land and are forced to work on roads or in camp. 


CHOLERA IN LUBLIN PALE 


Hundreds of Jews Die Daily 


The suspension of Jewish deportations to the Lublin 
reservation, in Central Poland, is due to an epidemic of 
typhoid fever and cholera, reports the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency. Hundreds of Jews are dying daily, 
— the population is deprived of medical attention and 
ood. 

Jews are herded in crudely constructed barracks in 
the open fields and surrounded by barbed-wire fences. 

As no Jewish organisation is permitted to send food 
to the Jews in the reservation, the internees are forced 
to live chiefly on potatoes and roots which the local 
peasants give them partly in exchange for clothing, but 
mostly, for nothing, out of compassion. 

But although the reservation has neither food nor 
medicine, nor any human decencies, it is, it is now 
learned, to have its own Gauleiter. He is Ernst Zérner, 
ex-Mayor of Dresden and Cracow. 


“ THE FURNITURE WAR” 


In Warsaw To-Day 

The streets in the residential districts of Warsaw give 
the impression of a continuous moving day, reports the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency. Rows of lorries stand in 
front of the houses and the furniture and property of 
the Jewish residents are loaded on them by German 
soldiers. The pavements are cluttered up with pieces of 
furniture left until the arrival of new lorries. This 
wholesale plunder of Warsaw Jews has been nicknamed 
“ the furniture war.” : 

Food prices in Warsaw are soaring. But for the 
canteens of the Joint Distribution Committee, hundreds 
of Jews would die of starvation, but even the Joint relief 
iS barely sufficient. Particularly tragic is the position of 
the undernourished Jewish children. The schools are 
closed and the children are taught in small. groups. 

The mood of the Jewish population is one of utter 
resignation. They seem to be prepared for anything. 
At first, they tried to escape their Nazi tormentors, but 
now they no longer run away at the sight of a Nazi. 
A Jew leaving his home in Warsaw never knows whether 
he will return, or where he may be taken to. If he 
returns home without being assaulted or robbed of his 
meagre possessions he considers himself lucky. 


MOPPING UP 
All Traces of Jewish Life to be Obliterated 


The ALLGEMEINE ZEITUNG, Of Katowice, announces 
that the Gauleiter of the Posen district, Herr Greiser, 
has ordered that every sign of local Jewish life must 
be obliterated. No Jewish cemeteries, schools, o1 
Synagogues are to be allowed to remain in existence. 

In the Danzig area, Jews have been forbidden to 
enter Danzig port, or to reside in the neighbouring 
district of Oliva. The authorities have tssued a decree 
providing for the confiscation of many buildings which 
were the property of the Jewish Communities of Danzig, 
Zoppot, and Oliva, and of Jews who have now left. 

7,000 Polish Jews are now enrolled in labour gangs 
in East Prussia constructing roads and buildings. 


‘FOR SERVICES RENDERED ”’ 


The Nazi Governor, Dr. Frank, has decorated four 
Commissars, Fritz Ingelmeyer, Berthold Deiter, Franz 
Heidrich and Eichmann, “for valuable services ren- 
dered to the Nazi State.” All of the four were respon- 
sible for the carrying out of the Nazi campaign of 
extermination of the Polish Jews, and they are all 
natives of Palestine, being born in one of the German 
colonies there. They speak Hebrew and Yiddish. 
Eichmann acted as Commissar for Jewish Affairs in 
Vienna before the present war, and was responsible for 
the city’s worst anti-Jewish crimes. 


A new wave of arrests of Jewish professional men is reported 
from Warsaw and other cities. A large number of Jewish 
lawyers, doctors, and engineers are among those who are at 
present detained in the notorious “ Pawiak “ prison in Warsaw. 


The report of the death of the Jewish boxing champion 
Shepsel Rotholz is denied in a Vilna message. Rotholz, who 
served in the Polish Army, was captured by the Germans and 
sent to a concentration camp. He has now escaped to the 
Soviet-occupied zone. 

Among the latest Jewish suicide victims in Warsaw ts Dr. 
Meisner, a well-known § specialist, and M. Wertheim, aa 
industrialist.

While preparing an official book on Nazi atrocities against 
Poles, the Polish Government has now also collected a 
number of important documents relating to the brutal 
Nazi persecution of the Jews. The documents consist of 
sworn statements by Poles recently arrived in Paris. One 
section is devoted to religious persecution and to the burning 
of Synagogues. Another deals with mass executions in 
some fifty Polish towns. <A _ third describes the manner 
in which Jewish women are being forced into Nazi brothels. 

Apart from these documents, the Polish information 
Bureau in Paris, working under Professor Stronski, is soon 
to issue a publication dealing with other aspects of Nazi 
persecution of Polish Jews. 

A joint. Polish, British, and French Manifesto against 
the German atrocities in Poland ts later to be tssued 
officially The manifesto, | understand, will warn Nazi 
Germany that all responsibility for the atrocities in Poland 
will fall on her, and will appeal to the civilised world 
to condemn the Nazi massacres and persecution along wrth 
the Alles.

| JEWS’ FUTURE 


America Wants to Know 


[By our former Warsaw Correspondent] 


According to reliable Polish circles, Mr. Sumner 
Welles, President Roosevelt's special envoy to Europe, 
has been showing keen interest in the Jewish problem 
and in the fate of the Jewish population in Poland. He 
made this quite clear—-I learn on good authority—during 
his official talks with the Polish Premier and members 
of the Polish Government in Paris before his departure 
for London. Mr. Welles, it is stated, was particularly 
anxious to convey to the Polish Cabinet the fact that his 
interest in the Jewish problem was prompted not only by 
his own feelings but was the result of an express wish 
from President Roosevelt. 

The Polish Premier is said to have made Mr. Welles 
a full statement, and the talk on the Jewish question was 
“very frank.” 

Mr. Welles’s interest was in two directions: first, as 
revards the present situation of the Jews under Nazi or 
Soviet rule, and, secondly, as to the Polish Government's 
own attitude to the Jewish problem and to the minorities 
generally. 

American opinion is very anxious to learn of the 
actual situation. Recent Press comments in leading U.S. 
papers and elsewhere concerning the indefinite attitude 
of the Polish Government, or at least of some of tts 
members, towards the Jews, have drawn the attention of 
official circles in Washington, and, accordingly, so it ts 
declared, Mr. Welles was entrusted with the task of 
obtaining all the information possible for the President 
and of elucidating a number of points with the Polish 
Government. 

In American diplomatic circles in London, is 
recalled that, like President Roosevelt now, so Mr. 
Woodrow Wilson in the last war also paid special 


attention to the Jewish problem, and before he had 


prepared his points discussed the question of the Jews 
in Poland with M. Paderewski, the famous musician, 
later Polish Premier, and now head of the Polish 
National Council. More than in other quarters, it ts 
realised in America that the Jewish question must be 
settled in a comprehensive and satisfactory manner along 
with other problems arising out of the war. 


CITIZENSHIP MAY BE RESTORED 


Polish Jews who have been denaturalised because of their 
protracted residence abroad may have. their citizenship 
restored, according to an official statement received by the 
Hias-lca Emigration Association (Hicem). “ The Polish 
Minister for Foreign Affairs.” the Hicem. has_ been 
informed, “has ordered the revision of all cases of persons 
deprived of their Polish citizenship since 1938.”

ITALY’S TWO MINDS 
To Be or Not To Be Racial 


The present attitude of Italy towards the Jews is very 
puzzling. Officially, the Government remains deter- 
mined to carry out its anti-Jewish programme, A new 
Racial Political Department has been established in 
Rome, headed by a notorious Fascist, Dr. Landra, 
who spent some time in Germany studying Nazi 
theories; and anti-Jewish administrative measures are 
still being enacted. Jews have been forbidden to deal 
in precious stones and gold, in order, it is believed, 
to prevent emigrants from exporting their capital, and 
it is estimated that 200 Jewish jewellers will lose their 
livelihoods. Last week, 131 Jewish doctors in Rome 
were struck off the roll. 

Ihe Fascist anti-Semitic organs do not tire of accus- 
ing the Jews of having instigated the war. Even Musso- 
lini’s organ, the Poroto has told the Italians 
that Jewish financiers in England and America are help- 
ing the Bvitish Government to pay for all war material 
purchased in America, and that Dr. Weizmann’s visit 
to the U.S.A. was connected with a plan for securing 
American war supplies for Britain. 

On the whole, however, much less anti-Semitism ts 
now to be found in the Italian Press. The public is 
much more friendly to the Jews, and the denunciations 
of “ Aryans” who maintain relations with Jews have 
practically ceased. Non-Jews freely patronise Jewish 
shops without interference, and many’ text-books by 
Jews which were banned during the past two years are 
once again in use at the high schools and universities. 


NAZI ORDERS TO SLOVAKIA 
**Speed Up Jew-Laws ”’ 


M. Sano. Mach, the pro-Nazi Slovak Minister of 
Propaganda, has been visiting Berlin, and it is reported 
that the German Government impressed on him the 
necessity for an early concession to the Nazi demand 
for the enactment of the Nuremberg laws in Slovakia. 
He was also urged to expedite the emigration of 
Slovakian Jews. 

As a first instalment, the Slovak Government has 
decided to entrust the Jew-baiting Hlinka Guards with 
the control of all Jews in the country. The Guards, 
who have been given wide powers, have decided that 
Jews may patronise only special cafés and restaurants 
under strict. supervision, and that all payments due to 
Jews engaged in forced labour in clearing the snow 
should be paid to poor Slovak families. The Press 
declarés that the Guards will soon announce a further 
series of measures. 

The Jewish Telegraphic Agency reports that 8,000 
Jewish refugees from Austria and former Czecho- 
slovakia who are stranded in Bratislava are in danger 
of being deported to the Lublin reservation unless they 
obtain transit visas for emigration overseas. An attempt 
is being made to get them Rumanian visas. 

The Ministry of the Interior has meanwhile appointed 
a commussion to study the question of deporting the 
entire native Jewish population to Lublin without dis- 
lurbing the country’s economic situation.

REPORTED SOVIET EXECUTION 
OF BUND LEADER 


‘‘ Enemy of Jewish Masses

in Paris, reports that Victor Alter, leader of the Bund, 
the Jewish Socialist Party in Poland, has been shot by 
the Soviet authorities as “an enemy of the Jewish 
masses.” 

M. Alter was a staunch fighter against anti-Semitism 
and was largely responsible for many of the moves 
against Jew-baiting made by the Polish Socialist Party. 
It was on his proposition that the Polish trade unions 
passed a resolution in 1937 and again in 1938 against 
the anti-Jewish drive of the Polish Government. M. 
Alter leaves a wife and a daughter. 

The Jewish Telegraphic Agency says that the 
authorities have agreed to release Josef Chernichov, the 
well-known Jewish social worker and publicist, Salman 
Reisin, another well-known Jewish writer, and the sons 
of both of them, who were arrested on the occupation 
of Vilna by Russian troops. The Soviet Government 
has recognised them as Lithuanian citizens, and they are 
to be repatriated. 3 

It is learned that the well-known Polish Zionist leader, 
Dr. Michael Ringel, who was reported some time ago 
to have lost his life in Nazi Poland, is alive in Lwow, 
in the Soviet zone, 


A permanent “ Godless Exhibition” is said to have been 
opened in Bialystok, the capital of the new Russian province 
Western Byelorussia. It holds up to attack the Jewish and 
Christian religions.

STARVATION IN POLAND, 


**Only Foreign State Co-operation 
Can Help”’ 


MR. HOOVER AND THE NAZIS 


Starvation in Poland .can be prevented only by the co- 
operation of Governments, ex-President Herbert Hoover 
declares in a statement to Polish relief fund workers in 
Chicago. Before the next harvest, imports of food from 
abroad on a large scale must be found: It may cost as 
much as 20,000,000 dollars (£5,000,000). Charity would 
help, but was not sufficient on its own. : 

Mr. Hoover, who did much relief work in Europe after 
the last war, said that arrangements must be made to pass 
supplies through the British blockade—with a guarantee to 
Britain that they would go only to Poles—and to transport 
them across German territory; ships immune from attack 
by belligerents must be obtained; and distribution in Poland 
must be supervised by an American or other neutral staff. 
“There must be finance with which to buy supplies,” he 
said. “In that the British, French, Polish and American 
Governments are the only likely participants.” 

Mr. Hoover reported that the subject of an agreement 
had been taken up with the German Government. Great 
delays had been encountered, he added, but there was hope 
of success. Negotiations had been opened with the British, 
French and Polish Governments, but the questions could 


not be settled until after agreement had been reached with 
Germany.

NEEDS OF POLISH REFUGEES 
Lord Moyne’s Appeal 
Presiding on Tuesday over a gathering held to further 


the Objects of the Polish Relief Fund at 10, Grosvenor 
Place, S.W.1, Lord Moyne, Chairman of the Fund, said that 


they had had an encouraging response from overseas. Indeed, 


they seemed to be getting much more support at the 
moment trom those sources than from Great Britain. But 
their needs remained as great as ever. 

He announced that the American Commission for Polish 
Relief had come to an agreement with the German 
authorities which would enable them as neutrals to deal with 
some of the needs of the Poles in Poland proper. 

Their own work was concentrated on Poles outside 
Poland. In Great Britain and France they had the task 
of relieving the wants of the Poles who had been reduced 
to destitution, and of providing for the education of their 
children. 

Mr. A. M. Kaizer, General Secretary of the Polish Jewish 
Relief Fund, reported on the position of refugees in 
Lithuania and Rumania, following his recent visit to Eastern 
Europe. 

Princess Odescalchi reported on the work of the Polish 
Hungarian Relief Fund. She stressed the fact that the fund

FUTURE 


Effects of War on Anti-Semitic 
Movement 


[From a Special Correspondent) 


The Jewish position in the Union of South Africa 
has become definitely more complicated, and, all things 
considered, more precarious since the outbreak of war. 

For years the community has relied on the strength 
of the United Party for its political safety. The U.P. 
consisted of the followers of General Hertzog (the old 
Nationalist Party) and of General Smuts (the old South 
African Party). Dr. Malan’s’ followers, called the 
Purified Nationalists, were the principal Opposition 
Party, and represented, with their avowed anti-Semitic 
policy, the principal danger to our people. 

If one were to go by the wilder statements of the 
less responsible members of the Purified Nationalists, 
Jews could count on being reduced, under their regime, 
to the status of inferior citizenship, and on suffering 
both political and economic discrimination. Actually 
some of Malan’s own statements have not lagged far 
behind. Even at a private conference with representa- 
tives of the Board of Deputies, he openly hinted at 
the possibility of economic differentiation against the 
Jew for the benefit of the Afrikaner. 

Realising the gravity of the menace, the community, 
as is well known, did all in its power to assist the U.P. 
at the last election, before the war; and undoubtedly 
the overwhelming majority then achieved by the Fusion- 
ists (1.c., U.P.) was in appreciable measure due to the 
enthusiastic help and organisation of the community. 
Indeed, the Chairman of the Board of Deputies was 
quite frank about it. His declared policy was to fight 
openly any anti-Jewish candidate. 


A Miscalculation 


After that election, it was current Jewish opinion 
that we were safe for some eight years. te. for the 
lifetime of the present Parliament and the next. For 
it was inconceivable that the Government majority 
could be so considerably reduced at the subsequent 
election as to enable the Malanites to get into power. 

But the Psalmists warning, “ Put not thy trust in 
Princes,” has again been justified. England’s entry 
into the war split the Union Cabinet and the United 
Party. On being defeated on the neutrality tssue, the 
Hertzogites seceded, and, on the feopening of Parlia- 
ment in January, achieved “ Hereneging ” (reunion) by 
jomning the Malanites and forming with them a new 
party. The Dominionites (pro-British party) and the 
Labour Party, as well as the Natives’ Representatives, 
aligned themselves with the United Party: but even 
so the Government majority in the House has sunk to 
about sixteen. 

The Jewish comunity greeted the. Parliamentary 
victory of Smuts with untfeigned joy; for otherwise

a very serious state of affairs might have arisen. Dis- 
turbances might have occurred throughout the country, 
and the possibility of the amalgamation of the Hertzog- 
ites and the Malanites into a united Government party 
or coalition, with unpleasant prospects for both British 
and Jews, had to be faced. Any drastic changes of 
this nature would, of course, have had a very adverse 
effect on the country as a whole; but the Jew, without 
doubt, would have been the greatest sufferer. Never- 
theless, although events have taken so far the best 
possible course, it is futile to deny the fact that Malanite 
rule has at one leap been brought within a pace of 
realisation. 

An important question exercising the minds of our 
people is this: will the Hertzogstes have a restraming 
influence on the anti-Semitic attitude of the Malanttes, 
or not? 


Hertzogites and Malanites 


My own opinion is that the Malanites will continue 
on their old sweet Jew-baiting way with littl if any 
modification. It is true that Hertzog himself is not 
expected to follow Malan along the path of anti- 
Semitism. It is refreshing to note that an ex-Cabinet 
Minister like Havenga has publicly repudiated, since 
the secession, the existence of any Jewish problem in 
this country, and has condemned anti-Jewish agitation. 
On the other hand, Fagan, another ex-Cabinet Minister, 
who owes his seat in Parliament to Jewish effort, replying 
at a meeting to a question on the Native and Jewish 
“ problems,” is reported to have answered that there 
had never been any great difference in principle between 
the Hertzogites and Malanites on these questions! 

My personal belief is that the Hertzogites are more 
likely to. be converted to anti-Semitism by _ the 
Malanites than to influence the latter for the better. 
“Evil communications corrupt good manners.” 
Although no specific Jewish question (apart from a few 
nasty references to Jews) has so far cropped up in 
Parliament, it is noticeable that voting is proceeding 
on strictly party lines, irrespective of former policies. 

Moreover, the Hertzog Group is likely to be swamped 
at the next election. There are signs already that the 
new party’s candidates will be selected chiefly from 
among the former followers of. Malan rather than those 
who look to the ex-Premier for leadership. 

Despite the fact that Hertzog is the official leader 
of the Opposition, it is Dr. Malan who will increas- 
ingly call the tune. 

Thus we have to face the fact, unpleasant as i 1s, 
that the day when Malan will be in office 1s drawing 
nearer. It is less than twenty Parliamentary votes away ! 


Smuts Looks Ahead 


Smuts, of course, Is a political giant—a statesman 
of extraordinary acumen and ability. He ts looking 
well ahead, and is not losing sight of the next election. 
He is introducing electoral reforms of considerable 
importance. ‘The registration of eligible voters will 
become compulsory. In the past, the Malanites saw to 
it that every Nationalist sympathiser was duly registered. 
The U.P. on the other hand, lost many votes through 
sheer apathy and indolence: hundreds of potential U.P. 
voters remained unregistered. There will also be a

the entire country. But it is still too early to gauge 
the success of this truth campaign. 

Allowing. however, for every factor in favour of the 


Government, and even assuming a U.P. victory at the 


next election, the future cannot be contemplated with- 
out a sense of misgiving. Smuts is getting on in years. 
Hofmeyr, who is next to him in calibre, ts sull a young 
man: but he is regarded, in spite of his outstanding 
ability, as essentially an idealist, and the extent to 
which he will have an Afrikans following ts 
problematical. 

No amount of wishful thinking can minimise the 
menace that is confronting South Africa. Repub- 
licanism and anti-Semitism, in unholy alliance, hold 
possibilities fraught with perilous consequences. 


Europe the Key to the Problem 


In the final analysis, much if not all will depend on 
the outcome of the war. A decisive victory for the 
Allies will strengthen enormously all the pro-British 
and liberal elements in the Union. Tt will, I think, 
spell the end of Republican agitation for at least a 
generation, and it will do much to secure the Jewish 
position, Europe is still the key to our local problem, 
and a complete Nazi defeat is our greatest hope. j 

lr conclude with a word about the Jewish war effort. 
At first there was some criticism concerning the paucity 
of Jewish recruits. Jewish young men had apparently 
felt no urge to enlist in peacetime. But, with the out- 
break of war, the position was quickly remedied. We 
soon had about 570 Jewish boys in the S.A. Forces— 
quite a satisfactory quota, 

Mrs. Abrahams, wife of Rabbi Israel Abrahams, 
and the only Jewish representative on the South African 
Women's Auxiliary Services Executive, also acts as 
joint section leader of hospital supplies and knitted 
comforts for soldiers and sailors. She told me recently 
that the response of the Jewish women had been 
splendid, and did credit to their patriotism. 

As regards contributions to the South African Mayors’ 
Fund tor Food, ete.. for Britain, the well-known 
generosity of the South African Jew has not fallen short 
here either. Jews have contributed, and are continuing 
to contribute, very liberally. 

Indeed, as a humorous and friendly Afrikander 
remarked to me recently. “If you Jews were not Jews, 
you might have been considered from several points of 
view an exemplary community! ” 


According to the latest figures there are now about 1,000 
Jewish soldiers in training in the principal camp of the South 
African Defence Force. The recruning of Jews for the Defence 
Force continues to be satisfactory.

Congregation im succession to the late Rev. M. Il. Cohen. Mr. 
Levine was born in England in 1909, and studied at the 
Maritzburg College, at the University of South Africa and 
at Jews’ College in London. For a short time he held the 
post of Minister of the United Synagogue Welfare Centre in 
London. In 1936 he was appointed Minister to the Sea Point 
Hebrew Congregation. Last year he obtained the degree of 
Doctor of Philosophy at the University of London. 

Senator F. S. Malan, the President of the Senate, has opened 
an exhibition in Capetown of paintings by the well-known 
Jewish painter, Mr. J. H. Amshewitz. Tribute was paid to the 
services rendered by Mr. Amshewitz to South African art. 


FEDERATION OF POLISH JEWS 


A meeting of the Federation of Polish Jews in Great 
Britain was held last week. Mr. L. Joscowicz presided. 

lt was decided that a letter of congratulation be sent 
to Dr. Schwarzbart, the Jewish representative on the Polish 
National Council, promising him the support of the Federa- 
tion in his campaign for the unity of Polish Jewry through- 
out the world. | 

A letter was read from the American Consul in London 
Stating that there were 2.500 applicants on the Polish 
quota now wailing to proceed to the U.S.A. On January 
1, 1940, there were 106,000 Polish applicants registered 
with American Consulates throughout the world, against 
the annual Polish quota of 6,524. 

Ihe Secretary reported that during the past month a 
number of refugees had been found employment. In all 
cases the Ministry of Labour had given permission for the 
applicants to take up their work. 

It was stated that the Organisation through the medium 
of a committee in a neutral country was now able to send 
letters and parcels of food to relatives in Poland.

TOTAL TO DATE - - 
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THE DIPLOMATIC 
OFFENSIVE 


SPRING-TIME is here, the season which has been 
anxiously anticipated as the occasion for German 
military offensives. But the Nazi firebrands are still 
chattering of peace — as can be confidently deduced 
from the diplomatic comings and goings which have 
filled the columns of the Press. German hesitancy 1s 
certainly not inspired by any humanitarian horror of 
the carnage that a land war in earnest would entail. 
Long experience of the Nazis’ methods and mentality 
forbids any such inference. Their reluctance comes 
not from the fear of God but from the wholesome 
doubt of success and the dread of the consequences 
of defeat or even of a Pyrrhic victory which would 
decimate their army, at once their greatest pride and 
their most valuable bargaining counter. Better, in 
their calculation, would it be to wheedle America and 
the Papacy into a move for peace which would enable 
them to consolidate their ill-gotten gains as far as 


possible, and give them a breathing-space to prepare 
for the next round tn the fight for German domination. 
It is credibly reported that Ribbentrop not only 
discussed with Signor Mussolini the German aims in 
this intermediate peace, but, according to another 
report, that he inquired of the Pope whether he would 
be prepared to support a peace plan if it were put for- 
ward by Germany or by a friendly Sfate. The reply 
he received from the Vatican, which is so wedded to 
a genuine peace and which has itself had such bitter 
experience of Nazi paganism and brutality, cannot be 
too heavily underlined. Such support, His Holiness 
is said to have replied, would be conditional upon due 
reparation being made not only to the Roman 
Catholics but also to non-Catholics who had suffered 
ill-treatment in Poland; it would also be conditional 
upon the peace proposals conforming to the five points 
laid down in his Christmas allocution. Among these 
points, it is important to recall, were the following: 
“A fundamental postulate of an honourable and 
just peace ts that of the right to life and freedom of 
all nations, big and small, powerful and weak. The 
will to live of one nation must never call for the 
death sentence upon another nation. Whenever and 
wherever this equality of rights has been destroyed, 
damaged, or endangered, then juridical order 
demands reparation not by the sword or selfish 
arbitration but based upon justice.” 


“ Recognition must be given to the needs and just 

3 demands of nations and peoples and of racial 

minorities, 

These conditions, which must have been received 
by Ribbentrop with .a wry face, appear at first sight 
to go far beyond the demands usually made on Allied 
platforms. They call for reparation not alone for 
Poland and Czecho-Slovakia but for all peoples who 
have been wronged, whether strong or weak. They 
call pointedly for recognition of the needs and just 
demands of racial minorities. Such stipulations, if 
conceded, would make an end not only of such 
Satanic monstrosities as the Lublin Jewish Reserva- 
tion but of the whole grim edifice of German-Jewish 
torture, and indeed of injustice to peoples wherever it 
may be found. And the very explicitness of the Pope’s 
conditions constitutes a welcome feature, all the more 
to be heeded because of the commanding moral 
authority with which they are invested. 


That this Papal deliverance, however 1s in full 
accord with Allied sentiment, and indeed with 
American feeling, is beyond possibility of question. 
It is only necessary to recall the recent statement of 
the Prime Minister that 

“ We are fighting to right the wrongs that Germany 
has inflicted on people who once were free... We 
are fighting for freedom of individual conscience and 
for freedom in religion; we are fighting against per- 
secution wherever it may be found.” 

The stand that is now being made by the Pope and 
by the Allies is for the rights of the common man. 
The Allies’ battle is not for this or that territory—such 
ambitions have been solemnly and repeatedly re- 
nounced. It is not for this or that people, or even for 
this or that minority. It is for the establishment and 
protection of the rights of even the humblest of man- 
kind, for their liberty, and for their freedom to use the 
faculties with which God has endowed them. It Js for 
their freedom to live their life unawed by the shadow 
of the concentration camp, unalarmed by the fear of 
hunger and murder. It is for the peace, the security, 
and the dignity of each and every one of us. 

We Jews ask no more than what others justly 
regard as their due. And we ask no less, Our 
struggle is only one aspect of the greater struggle, and 
if that fails we go down inevitably in the common 
overthrow. This is no narrow quarrel that rages 
to-day. It is humanity’s quarrel, which admits of only 
one issue if the world is not to bid an eternal good-bye 
to progress and sink into bestial decay. Better, there- 
fore, that we cease to talk of majorities and minorities 
—terms which divide rather than unite—and speak 
only of human beings. It is for them, every one of 
them, and for their happiness, that the war 1s waged, 
and must be won. | 

This is the only answer that can be given to the 
peace feelers that Germany ts. now industriously 
putting out. Let Germany come into the family of 
nations honestly resolved to live with them in har- 
mony and justice and prepared to demonstrate its 
good faith by deeds, and there will be none in this 
wide world, Jew or Gentile, who will not rejoice. But, 
in the resounding words of the head of the Catholic 
Church, the fundamental conditions on which he in- 
sists must be fulfilled if Europe is to attain a just, 
honourable, and lasting peace. 


SYNAGOGUE MEMBERS’ OBLIGATIONS 

Tue revelation that the income of the constituent 
synagogues of the United Synagogue had, in the first 
four months of the war, fallen by nearly £13,000 
throws a vivid light on the effect which the present crisis 
is €xerting on the communal economy. One can only 
hope that this serious situation, which is no doubt paral- 
leled in the Provinces, is being seriously considered by 
the seatholders concerned. Much of it is presumably 
due to the extensive evacuation of London. But, in 
quitting the Metropolis, it can hardly be right that seat- 
holders should leave behind them moral obligations too, 
They might also be legitimately called upon to reflect 
that when they return they will wish and probably 
expect to find the old place of worship still there and 
flourishing, and would doubtless be up in arms if they 
found it closed because those who met their obligations 
had been unable after a time to maintain it. As the 
war goes on, its financial effects may be aggra- 
vated, and the synagogues’ needs may become more 
urgent. It is vitally necessary that the defaulters should 
bear this in mind and at least do their bit to maintain 
the fabric of religious life as unimpaired as possible. 
Failing that, salary reductions will have to be enforced 
for the paid officers, a step which could not in such cir- 
cumstances be avoided, but which all of us would regret. 
These “ salary cuts,” it is announced, will be postponed 
until July 1, and the hope is held out that if by that date 
the present loss of income shows a marked recovery, a 


further delay may be imposed. One can only hope that - 


that hint will be taken and an unpleasant economy 
avoided altogether, | 


GROUP MEMBERSHIP SCHEME 


MEANWHILE, under the Group Membership Scheme, 
migrant seatholders of the United Synagogue are enabled 
to receive, without extra cost, religious facilities in their 
temporary place of domicile. This move, which shows 
a sympathetic regard for their circumstances, forms an 
additional reason for the honourable observance of their 
duty to the Synagogues they have temporarily 
abandoned. 


PALESTINE—ANGRY REACTIONS 

Tue New Raw Deal for the Jewish National Home, if 
that is a true description of a whittling down policy 
which began years ago with the lopping off of Trans- 
jordania, has evoked an indignant and instantaneous 
response from Jews in many lands. From the United 
States and Argentina, from South Africa and 
Canada, there havé come the same. spontaneous expres- 
sions of astonishment and dismay at the severe restric- 
tions of JeWish land purchases in Palestine which, 
coupled with the restrictions on immigration already 
introduced, threaten the whole future development of 
the much “ Promised Land.” Nor can it be doubted 
that these feelings of bitter disappointment are shared 
in considerable measure by non-Jews here and abroad 
who are shocked that the latest cramping measure 
should have been adopted at the moment when millions 
of Jews are fighting for breath under the crushing 
weight of merciless oppression, and pining for some 
home to which to flee. However rosy the picture that 
Mr. MacDonald draws of the possibilities of Palestine 
acttiement that still remain, such chances must, in the 
future as in the past, depend on the sympathy of the 
Authorities in Palestine and in Whitehall, a sympathy 
the practical evidence of which has always been difficult 
to discern. 


NOTHING REALLY SETTLED 

Tuts policy has not even the prospect of finality. 
Jews will not, cannot, accept it as the final satisfaction 
of an age-long yearning never more acute than now. 
They dare not even consider it amid all the brooding — 
uncertainties of this dangerous time. Even the Arabs 
do not pretend to regard it as the concession of their 
full demands. If, during the war, they should proceed 
to clamour for the demands still unfulfilled probably 
all,-or nearly all, of the arguments used in the present 
act of desertion could and would be advanced, and very 
likely accepted, and the National Home would shrink 
to even meaner compass than now, if it did not disappear 
altogether from the map. It is the inevitable result 
when right goes down finally before expediency, and 
once the foot is planted on the slippery slope, there is 
no stopping it. Against the possibility of that disaster 
all the moral forces of the country, which are great, 
must be mobilised. .If, as we believe, the restrictions 
now introduced are the products of war-fears and 
nothing more, then it should be insisted that they remain 
war measures not to be carried over into peace-time, and 
by no means decisive of Palestine’s ultimate fate. 

The indispensable preliminary to that is the opening 
of the eyes of the British public to the truth. Had they 
been made vividly aware of the facts, all the nonsense 
that has been talked about the “landless Arab” would 
have been shorn of its effect. Instead, the facts about 
the deliverance brought to the ordinary Arab by the 
Jewish settlement would have sunk into the popular 
mind and exerted their rightful influence. It is for 
Zionists in this country to embark on this campaign of 
enlightenment, and to carry it on. continuously with 
well-planned efficiency—and not in fits and starts of 
amateurish enthusiasm. It is their special task. And 
it would be a real service to the Allies. For it would be 
in full line with the Allies’ sincere protestations that 
they are fighting the war not for their own aggrandise- 
ment but for the defence of the small peoples and the 
victory of right over wrong. 


STAY AWAY! 


THE resumption of the Jewish open-air meetings is no 
doubt an important element in the Defence Campaign. 
But their value is not enhanced by the persistent presence 
of many Jews in the audiences. It is not easy to explain 
this practice. Those who attend surely hear nothing 
that is, or should be, new to them, And if they derive 
a certain satisfaction from finding the facts publicly 
stated, and truth getting the chance of a hearing above 
the Fascist clamour, they may also, by crowding the 
meeting, leave many non-Jews in positions from which 
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they cannot hear, and, in that way, stultify the whole 
purpose of the gathering. The meetings are held for the 
benefit of those who do nor know, and not for those who 
do. And if the initiated take up too much of the vantage 
space—even round the platforms—they give to the meet- 
ings the appearance of having been packed, in the same 


way that Fascist meetings are “ arranged,” so as to 


assure a number of organised sympathisers. If Jews are 
anxious that “ Defence” should exert its greatest pos- 
sible effect, the best thing they can do is to stay away 
and give the speakers a free run at their task. Certainly, 
the friendly Jewish interruptions which sometimes 
occur, and from which the speakers beg to be freed, are 
a nuisance, of which the interruptors should be down- 
right ashamed, 


SOUTH AFRICAN JEWS IN TROUBLE 


Tue article which a well-informed and responsible 
local observer contributes this week on the outlook for 
South African Jewry does not make pleasant reading. 
The joining up of the anti-war followers of General 
Hertzog with the avowedly anti-Jewish followers of 
Dr. Malan, which leaves the pro-Ally head of the 
Government, General Smuts, with a tenuous and per- 
haps transient majority of sixteen, has undoubtedly 
made the Jewish position a more threatening. and 
precarious one. It is regrettable that in these cloudy 
conditions some more definite explanation of the atti- 
tude of the new party to the Jews has not been given. 
Hertzog himself is not regarded as an anti-Semite, but 
politics make strange bed-fellows, and political expedi- 


_ency, as we have recently witnessed in Europe, can 


produced the weirdest changes of front, if not really of 
opinion. Our correspondent believes that the Hertzog- 
ites are more likely to be converted by the Malanites 
to anti-Semitism than are the Malanites to be weaned 
by their new association from that wretched doctrine. 
He also holds that the former group is likely to be 
swamped at the next election by the Malanite candi- 
dates. “Thus we have to face the fact,” he says, 
“that the day when Malan will be in office is drawing 
nearer. It is less than twenty Parliamentary votes 
away.” Against that misfortune, the Jews have only to 
rely on the political ability, prestige, and political 
generalship of Smuts, and their own courageous efforts 
already in evidence, 


BRITISH AND JEWISH IDEALS 

Two points, however, deserve to be emphasised. The 
first is that the English section of the population and 
all the liberal elements are aroused to the dangers of 
a Republican and reactionary Malan Government. The 
second is our correspondent’s view that a complete 
Nazi defeat is the greatest hope for Jews and British 
alike. Here, in very truth, is a striking vindication of 
the extent to which the British and the Jewish ideals 
and destinies are, especially in the field of moral pro- 
gress, closely interlocked, Perhaps the pseudo-patriots 
in this country will one day wake up to that fact. Or 
are they too besotted or wicked to grasp it? Meanwhile, 
that so many of the Bible-loving Boers should be lured 
by hatred of the people of the Book ts a subject for 
surprise, and perhaps for tears. 


A REQUEST WE CANNOT REFUSE 

A POIGNANT appeal is printed in another column on 
behalf of the Jewish Home of Rest, now in sad plight 
owing to war conditions. With its fifty-six beds, this 
institution has for years ministered to the sick and 
dying, and its maintenance has in the best of circum- 
stances not been financially easy. But the war, which 
inevitably devours so many resources, has greatly 
aggravated the task. The various Aid Societies which 
have been so useful in the past are no longer able to 
help, and the Home thus loses nearly £2,000 a year. 
It is not a very large sum, as expenditures go nowadays, 
but it means a fall of twenty-five per cent. in the 
institution’s revenue. The question is whether this sum 
is to be made good, or whether some of the most 
helpless of our brethren are in future to be denied 
shelter and comfort in their saddest hour of need. The 
calls upon the communal purse are indeed already 
heavy. But this is surely a case when even such a con- 
sideration loses its sombre force. Whatever may 


happen elsewhere, the Jewish Home of Rest does not 
deserve to be numbered among the casualties with 
which the war is threatening our domestic charities. 
We hope that the Community will think twice before 
relegating its appeal to the growing pile of requests we 
would like to answer but can't!

MANCHESTER TALMUD TORAH 
Normal Work Resumed 


[From our Corresrondent) 


“ The classes at the Main School of the Talmud Torah 
in Bent Street are now meeting in the afternoons in three 
shifts, and all children leave before black-out time,” said 
Mr. S. H. Steinart, J.P., the President, at a meeting of 
the Council held recently. A.R.P. drill for the children 
was regularly held under the supervision of Mr. J. J. 
Slotki. 

Dr. I. W. Slotki, the Principal, reported upon the 
arrangements which the Talmud Torah had made for 
the education of local Jewish schoolchildren evacuated 
along the Fylde coast. The Heaton Park branch, 
situated in a neutral area, had remained open continu- 
ously since the outbreak of war. 


A Large Deficit 


Mr. E. Raffles, the Treasurer, presented the accounts 
for the year 1939, which showed income £3,220 and 
expenditure £3,908. The deficit of £688, he said, had 
caused a regrettable increase in the overdraft, and it was 
necessary that the Special Appeal, which was now in 
progress, should receive substantial support. 

It was reported that Mr. L. Lighthill, in commemora- 
tion of his seventicth birthday, had made a gift of a 
£100 Endowment Fund to the Talmud Torah, and that 
a Samuel Finburgh Prize Fund had been established at 
the School. These gifts were gratefully acknowledged. 

The Communal. Rabbi, Dr. A. Altmann, made a 
Statement upon the question of the evacuated Jewish 
schoolchildren and outlined the plans which were being 
formulated in the Jewish Community in anticipation of 
the new evacuation scheme being brought into effect by 
the Government. 


JEWS’ SCHOOL OLD BOYS’ UNION 
Increased Membership 


There was a good attendance at the annual meeting 
of the Jews’ School Old Boys’ Union, held recently. 
Mr. Morris Wilks, who was in the chair, reported that 
the membership had increased to 350, which included 
several mew members from America. The Executive, 
he said, had cancelled the annual reunion dinner and 
ball. Instead, they had arranged a function which had 
brought in £50 for the British Red Cross and Dairy 
Dispatcu Soldiers’ Comforts Fund. A grant of £50 
had been made to the Jews’ School and ten guineas had 
been given to the German Refugee Fund. It was 
intended to organise functions in the near future in 
support.of the Jews’ School Building Fund. Many 
members of the Union were serving in H.M. Forces and 
in the Auxiliary Services, and it was hoped to send par- 
cels and comforts to those serving overseas. The 
Chairman thanked Messrs. H. Davis and N. Alexander 
for their active support, and the Committee for their 
interest in the Union. 

Mr. S, Classick, Treasurer of the Jews’ School. outlined 
the scheme which the School Managers had in hand in 
connection with the erection of a new School. Unfortun- 
ately, owing to the war, the scheme could not be proceeded 
with at present. Arrangements had been made for the 
provision of a suitable air-raid shelter for 700 children at 
the present school premises. The following were elected: 
Messrs. Morris Wilks. President: Harry Cohen. Vice- 
President; Harry Davis, Treasurer; and Noah Alexander 
(13, Waterpark Road, Salford, 7), Hon. Secretary.

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FASCIST VENTURE IN LEEDS 


Election Prelude to Anti-Semitism 
MOSLEY’S LONG-RANGE PLANS 


[From a Special Correspondent) 


A Political Correspondent, following a special visit, 
writes this report from North-East Leeds on 
Wednesday—polling day in the local by-election. 
On this, the second occasion on which the B.U.F. 
have put up a ‘Parliamentary candidate, an enor- 
mous amount of anti-Jewish literature has been dis- 
seminated; and although Fascist votes may be few, 
the fact remains that the seeds of race-hatred have 
again, as in Silvertown, been scattered broadcast. 


Although these words are written from North-East 
Leeds before the declaration of the by-election result, 
it can, at least, be stated that there has never been a 
moment's doubt locally but that the Fascist candidate 
would be decisively defeated. 

North-East Leeds is a traditionally Tory seat, the Con- 
servative majorities being always very heavy. So strong 
was local belief that the election would be a walk-over 
that a great apathy prevailed—which was just what the 
Fascists wanted, but which disturbed the Conservatives 
immensely. As one Fascist put it to me: “ The less 
the other man gets, the more chance we stand of not 
losing our deposit.” 

The Fascist candidate was Mr. Sydney Alien, a 
poultry-breeder, of Harrogate, His platform was the 
same as that of the recent Fascist candidate in Silver- 
town, Moran. He called for immediate “ peace,” and 
backed this up by an appeal to local ex-Servicemen and 
anti-Jewish sentiment. There are many of the former, 
and something of the latter, in the Division. 

Ex-Servicemen were actually unmoved by his appeal. 
I spoke to a number of them, and they expressed the 
view forcibly that if it had not been for the Fascist 
dictators, and the support they got from certain elements 
in this country, there would be no need for men to be 
getting into uniform again. 

They wanted to know more about “ The League of 
Ex-Servicemen,” which had sent a letter urging support 
for Allen. “ We are not prepared to lend any support 
to a minerity of international stockbrokers, money- 
bags, or Jews,” read the letter. It was signed by J. 
Taylor, as Secretary. The office of this League, which 
is a member of the United Kingdom War Disabled 
Men’s Association, is at 2, The Gables, Lent Rise, Burn- 
ham, Bucks. One of the Joint Treasurers is Alderman 
Maurice C. White, C.C. 


Stirring Latent Anti-Semitism 

It was from the Burmantofts Ward of the Division that 
the Fascists were most likely to get support. A decade 
or so ago, | was told, Jews could not walk through 
that area without being assaulted. It was similar to the 
position which existed in parts of Stepney. 

This anti-Jewish prejudice is stifl latent, as was shown 
by the fact that in the municipal election in 1937, a 
Fascist got 106 votes in that ward, and in the following 
year another Fascist polled 122. On both occasions, 
however, Labour polled about 2,000, and the Conserva- 
tives some 800. 

Allen’s election address resembled that of Moran in 
tone, and the wording of the first half was identical; but 
there was a difference towards the end, as a Conserva- 
tive, and not a Communist, had to be attacked.

allegations. One slogan reads: “ Conscript the Jews to 
fight in their own quarrel.” Another said: “ Apply the 
Means Test to the Jews. Let the rich Jewish financiers 
support their refugees, and leave British workers to 
look after their own.” 

Most of the B.U.F. literature was anti-Jewish, and 
some 70,000 electors had this vile stuff legally thrust 
upon them. 

Sir M. Burton the Target 

Attacks were, of course, made on Sir Montague 
Burton, whose clothing factory, the largest in Europe, 
is in the area. There is said to be some anti-Jewish 
leeling among the 10,000 employees (the great majority 
of whom are non-Jews) but I do not think the Fascists 
have made any great advances there. Burton's is a 
trade union shop, and that itself is a blow to the 
Fascists, 

There are about 4,000 Jews in North-East Leeds. 
How they voted no one knows; but what is certain is 
that they did not, as the Fascists jeered, go en masse 
to the polls and “ vote for war on behalf of Poland 
and Czechoslovakia, whence many of them came.” 
That this ts so is clear from the fact that the No. 3 
Branch of the National Union of Tailors and Garment 
Workers, leading members of which are Jews, recently 
passed a resolution condemnings the war. 

Apart from this I found among some Jews a feeling 
of intense dissatisfaction arising from the British Gov- 
ernment’s attitude towards Palestine. “If this is a war 
for democracy and small nations,’ one Zionist said, 
“ what about our National Home?” This question was 
not, so far as | am aware, sharply raised at this election, 
but I have reason to believe that many abstained from 
voting as a result of this. 


Jews and Anti-F ascists 
In Potternewton, where most of Leeds Jews are to 
be found, the general feeling, however, was: “ The 
Fascist leaves us no option. He attacks us. We must 
answer by voting against him.” 


The leaders of the Labour Party and trade union 


movement were put in a difficult position during the 
clection. | They certainly would not advise their sup- 
porters to vote Fascist, but neither could they advise 
them to vote Conservative. They.wanted a large anti- 
Fascist vote, but they did not want that dressed up as 
a clam that the National Government candidate had 
thetr unreserved support 

Typical was the viewpoint of an official of the Amal- 
gamated Engineering Union. “ We are all out for the 
downfall of Hitler.” he said, “and | think that should 
be sufficient indication of our attitude to the Fascist in 
our midst.” The decision as to whether to vote or not 
was left to the individual; but the Harehills Ward of 
the Labour Party did issue a leaflet at the beginning of 
this week calling on Socialists not to vote. 


Old Hitler’s In There!” 


Nowhere did | find the Fascists really popular. As . 


| was going into the Fascist commutee rooms in Hare- 
hills Rawd, one morning, two children ran up to me, 
shouting: .“* You're not going in there, are you?” 

® “Why not?” | asked. 

“ Because old Hitler’s in there,” they cried, as they 
made off, 

One shopkeeper laughed as he recounted to me how 
the Fascist canvassers had tried to persuade him that 
they were not Fascists, but “ British Unionists.” “I 
told them all their election material was pro-Nazi, and 
that was enough for me,” he said. 

Most people realised that anti-Jewish incitement was 
merely another instance of the B.U.F. imitation. of 
Hitler. 

Che support of Mosley—he spoke at two meetings In 
the area—made no difference to the result. Allen was 
regarded as Hitler's myrmidon. 

As in the case of Silvertown, the B.U.F. Knew that 
their candidate had no chance. But, once again, the 
letter-boxes of thousands of households were open to 
them. That is why such skilled propagandists as Mick 
Clarke were active. The B.U.F. had their eye on the 
long-range effects. Having thrown a lot of anti-Jewish 
mud during the campaign, some of it, they consider 
(correctly, in my view) will stick. 7 

The leaders of the Leeds Jewish community are, I 
believe, aware of this. One useful idea which I heard 
mooted was the offer of lectures on “ The Smokescreen 
of Anti-Semitism” to all local political and non- 
political bodies. 


Mr. J. Richmond presided at a special meeting of the 
Kosher Kitchen, held on Sunday. Mr. M. Zermansky, 
Treasurer, reported on the serious state of affairs of the 
Kosher Kitchen. This was due to the large increase in 
the number of patients at the various Hospitals, to the very 
severe winter, and to the increased cost of food. He 
appealed for more support from the annual subscribers, 
and pointed out that on an average only £3 per week was 
received from that source, whereas the weekly contributions 
amounted to £21 per week. Unless more funds were imme- 
diately forthcoming, the Kosher Kitchen would have to go 
out of existence after being established for 38 years. 

At a meeting of the Executive of the Leeds Yeshiva, it 
was unanimously decided to co-opt Mr. L. Buxton as Hon. 
Vice-President, in view of his past services to the institu- 
tion. It was also decided that Rabbi Baddiel should func- 
tion as Joint-Principal of the Yeshiva. 


REFUGEE CHILDREN ENTERTAINED 
Mr. Labovitch’s Barmitzvah Gift

Children from the Refugee Children’s Hostels in Leeds 
and Harrogate, numbering 140, were entertained to a tea 
and party at “ White House,” Leeds, the residence of Mr. 
and Mrs. Mark Labovitch, last week, in celebration of 
the Barmitzvah of their son Neville. Siegmund Jarofski, 
Siegfried Shiffman, and Ilsa Menufade made a presentation 
to the Barmitzvah on behalf of the childrén of the hostels. 

The Rev. A. S. Super, who presided, said that Mr. 
Labovitch was, in fact, the founder of the hostel movement 
in this country, as he had brought the question of the 
hostels to the notice of the Leeds community immediately 
the proposition to bring refugee children to England had 
been first mooted, some fifteen months ago. The hostels 
in Leeds had been inspected on various occasions by the 
leaders of the movement, and had been pronounced to be 
the best of their kind in the country. 

Mr. D. 1. Sandelson announced that Mr. Labovitch had 
also offered, in celebration of his son's Barmitzvah, the sum 
of £200 to Leeds charities, and in addition, the parents 
had inscribed the boy's name in the Golden Book of the 
Jewish National Fund. 

Mr. Labovitch, in replying, paid a tribute to the services 
of Mr. Bentley, the headmaster of the day school which 
is run in conjunction with the hostel, and to Mesdames 
Lewis, Markman, J. E. Myers, and N. Heaps, and Mr. 
M. Ziff. without whose assistance the Committees which 
organised the hostel could not have functioned. 


LEEDS BOARD OF GUARDIANS’ 
DEFICIT 


Confidence in Communal Support 


When the annual account and balance-sheet for the 
year ending January 31, 1940, were presented by the 
( hairman of the Finance Committee, Mr. H. Hurst, at 
a Committee meeting of the Leeds Jewish Board of 
Giuardians last week, it was.shown that subscriptions 
during the year amounted to £1,095, or a decrease of £8 
on the previous year, and donations amounted to £1,673, 
or a decrease of approximately £400. The bank deficit 
was £1,184, the highest ever recorded, and Mr. Hurst 
appealed to the community to assist the Board in 
reducing it. 

Ihe accounts and _ balance-sheet of the VRior 
Lightman Loan Fund were presented by Mr. I. N. 
Labofski, who expressed his satisfaction with that 
department of the Board’s work. Total repayments 
had amounted to £6,491, showing a decrease of £572 
on the preceding year. 

Mr’ M. Silman, Hon. Auditor to the Board, declared 
that while the deficit was indeed serious, he saw no 
cause for alarm, as he felt sure the community would 
give liberally in order to reduce the high figure. He 
referred to the sum accruing to the Board by way of 
tax on covenanted subscriptions, and said that this 
could be substantially. increased. if members of the 
community would sign the necessary forms. 

Ihe Hon. Secretary, the Rev. Dr. J. Abelson, 
presented his annual report, in which he also.made an 
carnest appeal to the community for increased support. 

Mr. J. L. Brill, Chairman of the Charity Concert 
Committee, presented the report and accounts referring 
to the recent charity concert, and stated that the net 
profit realised was £1,385 7s. 8d. to date, but as there 
were still moneys outstanding, he felt sure that the sum 
of £1,400 would be reached. 

Alderman H. Morris {the President), who was in the 
Chair, expressed the Intnl of the Board to Mr. J. L. 
Brill for his work as Organiser of the recent concert, 
and also thanked all those who had served the Board so 
devotedly during the past twelve months. He asked for 
the co-operation of all members of the Board im the 
coming appeal for the Matzo Fund, and expressed the 
hope that the community would respond, [t was 
decided that the order for matzos be placed with Messrs. 
Rakusen.

GLASGOW SHECHITA DISPUTE 
A Temporary Settlement 


[From our Correspondent} 


A temporary settlement has been reached in the dis- 
‘pose between the Glasgow Board of Shechita and the 
ocal Jewish butchers on the question of the refusal of 
the latter to pay the Id. per Ib. Shechita fee included in 
the Government's prices for kasher meat. The butchers 
had not paid any Shechita charges since the introduction 
of the maximum price list. 

Last week, the Board of Shechita intimated to the 
various Glasgow authorities concerned that unless the 
butchers paid the arrears of the Shechita charges by 
March 6 the Board proposed to withdraw its services. 
It was stated that no fees had been paid for more than 
seven weeks, although the public had been paying Id. 
per lb. extra for Shechita, according to the Ministry 
of Food’s Schedule for kasher meat. 


Conferences Between the Parties 


The Area Food Controller, however, suggested that before 
the Shechita services were discontinued, a further conference 
should be held between the parties with a view to negotiat- 
ing a settlement. As a result, a meeting was held: on 
March 5, and was attended by representatives of the Area 
Food Control Office, the Board of Shechita, the Glasgow 
Jewish Representative Council, and the local Jewish 
Butchers’ Association. After a long discussion, the Board 
of Shechita agreed to accept 70 per cent. of the unpaid fees 
in settiement of the amount which was owing, pending the 
issue Of the Ministry of Food’s revised schedule. 

At a meeting of the Board held on March 7, Mr. B. 
Strump, J.P., the President, pointed out that payment of 
the outstanding fees on the 70 per cent. basis had only been 
accepted after a threat had been made by the butchers’ 
representatives to take the dispute to the Sheriff Court. <A 
permanent settlement on these terms would not meet the 
Board's expenses for salaries. supervision, etc. 

It was eventually agreed by the meeting that unless a 
permanent settlement of the differences between the Board 


and the butchers could be reached in the near future steps 
would have to be taken to safeguard not only the interests 
of the Board but also those of the Community. 


The anrual meeting of the New Central Synagogue was 
held recently, with Mr. K. Winetrobe, President, in the 
chair. Presenting the financial report, Mr. H. Glaser said 
that there had been a reduction in the annual income as 
compared with the previous year. Approval was given to 
a suggestion made by Mr. D. Rosenbloom, that a Chevra 
Kadisha should be formed to work in conjunction with the 
Chevra Tehilim attached to the Synagogue.

Benevolent Society was reported at the annual meeting held 
last week. The income for 1939 amounted to £482, as com- 
pared with £726 for the preceding year.

Practically all the allegations made against3%the Jews were 
a direct result of the treatment meted out to them by 
Christians, said the Rev. G. H. C. MacGregor, Professor of 
Divinity and Biblical Criticism at Glasgow University, in 
an address he gave to the Glasgow Jewish-Christian Society 
last week.

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MERSEYSIDE’S NEW EFFORT FOR 
REFUGEES 


Special Liverpool Appeal

The fact that Merseyside would have to make a 
further and more strenuous effort to help Jewish refugees 
was emphasised at a gathering held last week at the 
Greenbank Drive Synagogue Hal! to launch the special 
Appeal. Mr. S. H. Gluckstein, Chairman of the local 
Refugee Aid Committee presided, and the principal 
speakers, the Marchioness of Reading and Dr. Alex- 
ander Goldstein, were welcomed by Rabbi L. J. Unter- 
man on behalf of the community. 


Palestine Land Regulations 


Reference was made by Lady Reading to the Land 
Regulations and their effect upon Jewish endeavour in 
Palestine. ‘There could be little doubt, she said, that the 
Colonial Secretary had taken ad-antage of the present 
situation to bring the measures into immediate effect. 
She was- confident, however, that the laws of this 
country were not like the laws of the Medes and 
Persians and that the enactment of the regulations 
would eventually cease. 

The refugee problem, continued Lady Reading, fell 
under two headings at the present time, the refugees in 
Palestine and those now in this country. They could 
do much to establish the former as an integral part of 
the economy of the country, but land was essential and 
money had to be found for their settlement. There was 
no more dreadful fate, concluded Lady Reading, than 


to be a refugee. Only in Palestine could the Jewish > 


heart, which had been torn asunder, beat strongly 
again. Pity and sympathy were not enough. It was 
to the abounding love and understanding of the Jewish 
people that this appeal was being made. 

Dr. Goldstein deplored the fact that there was a lack 
of appreciation of what Palestine meant to the refugees. 
Palestine, he said, had proved that she could absorb as 
many refugees as could be sent there. Whether it would 
be possible for more refugees to be admitted depended 
upon the Jewish people outside Palestine. The energy and 
entffusiasm of the Yishuv might well collapse under the 
strain if adequate support was not immediately forthcoming. 

Mr. L. M. Lyons, Treasurer of the local Appeal, said he 
felt confident that Merseyside would carry out its obliga- 
tions as in the past. Thanks were accorded to Lady 
Reading and Dr. Goldstein by Rabbi Dr. 8. M. Lehrman 
and Dr. Montague Solomon.

Committee for providing comforts for the troops, under 
the leadership of Mrs. H. P. Lewis, had earned the 
highest praise of the naval and military authorities. ~ 

The Rev. A; Plaskow represented the Community 
on Various non-Jewish institutions, and in this connec- 
tion Mr, Feitelson appealed for greater Jewish support 
lor the Southend General Hospital. The Council had 
made plans for the transference of the Hebrew classes 
to a building attached to the Synagogue, while the 
Synagogue Hall would be converted into premises suit- 
able to the Association of Jewish Youth. Mr. Feitelson 
concluded by thanking his co-workers and the members 
of the Congregation for their unfailing support. 


Meat Rationing Situation

accepted a cut of fifteen per cent, in their salaries—the out- 
look for the present year was far trom reassuring. He 
estimated that the Congregation had lost, by death, resigna- 
tion. or removal, no fewer than eighty members. He 
thanked Mr. N. Lachter for his secretarial work. On the 
motion of Mr. Mark Isaacs, seconded by Mr. IL. Lesser, 
the balance-sheet was adopted, and thanks were accorded 
to Mr. Webber. 

After the accounts for the Hebrew classes had been 
passed, Mr. I. Dinkenor said that while the purchase of 
Defence Bonds to the extent of £600 was a loyal and 
patriotic action, he trusted that this purchase was not made 
possible by the money saved through the reduction 1n_ the 
salaries of: their Minister and Chazanim. Mr. Feitelson 
said that the cut in salaries Was solely due to the imperative 
need for caution in the present financial year, but he gave 
a pledge that not only was it hoped that no further cuts 
would be necessary but that as soon as the circumstances 
warranted it the cuts would be restored.

Coaxing patient 


LETTING better from any of the 
tiresome ailments that have 
recently assumed epidemic form ts 
often quite an unpleasant experience in 
itself. Patients who have progressed 
beyond the stage of pain and discomfort 
are nevertheless victims of that general 
feeling of malaise and dispirited dejection 
that easily turns into actual depression 
and gloom, and seriously retards ultimate 
successful recovery 
How best can the

To begin with, those caring tor the 
convalescent should continue their vigil- 
ance, even after temperatures have 
remained normal for several days, and 
throats that rasped and tore are once 
more tunctioning with comfort.

Now this ts perhaps the occasion 
when “nursing tact” is worth a ton of 
medicine. A careless wife at this junc- 


ture has been: known to jeopardise hér 
husband's recovery and precipitate a 
relapse by referring over the ‘phone to his 
iliness, with careless understatement, as 
“my husband's cold.” Women are apt 
to overlook the extraordinary extent to 
which*men patients need sympathy and 
interest during their convalescence.

Rice 


Rit is one of the most valuable of the 
starchy foods, and combined with milk, eggs. 
cheese, or some other fatty food it makes a 
well-balanced meal, but be sure and use 
unpolished rice, as polishing removes so 
much of the nutriment.

while patients are recovering from illness. 
Sleep, for instance, which is so beneficial 
to the patient, should be allowed when- 
ever possible and not be relegated to the 
orthodox night time. A long deep sleep 
in the day, with open windows and sun 
streaming in, will help considerably to 
restore a weakened patient. And facilities 
for reading at night time when the patient 
is unable to sleep are a great help in 
guarding against the sort of morbid intro- 
spection that so often follows illness. 


There can be littl doubt but that 
nervous strain has been responsible for 
the vulnerability of so many people to 
the infections that have recently prevailed. 
So that in the cure of such illness, proper 
regard must be paid, first and foremost, 
to the nervous system of the patient. 
Good food, fresh air, gently accelerated 
exercise are the order of the day. But all! 
these admirable conditions should be set 
within a framework of determined 
stoicism, patience, and cheerfulness which 
it is the duty of the nurse to create. 


If Hubby is the Patient 


if the husband ts the patient, his wite 
must make it part and parcel of her 
nursing job to restore her patient to his 
job, not only physically fit but mentally 
harmonised to the tasks that lie betore 
him. 


If. on the other hand, the woman 
herself is the patient, those who have 
‘helped to restore her to health should not 
relinquish their care and consideration for 
her well-being until she is once more 
cheerfully able and willing to assume the 
role of head of the household. And to 
achieve this they must not overlook o1 
brush aside any of the little particular 
worries and cares that every housewife 
has and which are part of her own 
individuality, Well-intentioned but un- 
thinking friends, when they set out to 
help the mother who is ill, often occasion 
her great and unnecessary nervous strain 
by refusing to look to things that may 
seem to them unimportant but which, 
from. the insistence with. which they are 
asked after by the sick woman, are 
obviously of intense moment to her. 


Preventing Future Illness 


By studying the best means of caring 
for the convalescent patient, future illness 
may be prevented and the efficiency and 
usefulness of everybody who has been ill 
may be greatly increased.

The Great Synagogue, Duke’s Place, London, seems 
to be a unique place for the achievement of Barmitzvah 
records. In May, 1884, five lads were Barmitzvah in 
the Synagogue on one Sabbath morning. Fifty years 
later (May, 1934) these same five “ boys” celebrated 
the jubilee of their Barmitzvah in the same Synagogue. 
Last Sabbath morning the ninth and youngest son of 
Mr. and Mrs. M. Rosenoff was Barmitzvah at the 
“Great.” Seven of their nine sons have been 
Barmitzvah there (surely a record for any family), and 
last Sabbath seven of the nine (including the Barmitzvah) 
were given Mitzvot. Mr. Rosenofl, the father of the 
boys, served for two years as a member of the Board 
of Management of the Great Synagogue. With the 
Barmitzvah now of his youngest son he can be certain, 
when they are all together, of having his own Minyan. 


A SAD REMINDER 


Exactly two years’ ago the Nazis, on marching into 
Austria, began the process of outlawing the Jewish 
Community there which is all but complete to-day. By 
contrast, poignancy is lent to the quotation published 
this week in the DatLy TELEGRAPH AND MorNING Post 
from the MorNniING Post of 120 years ago, which, in 
part, reads: 


The Emperor of Austria has recently adopted a most liberal 
system of treatment with regard to his Jewish subjects, . . In 
the Ordinance issued on this subject, a confident expectation 
is expressed, that the Israclites will, by their morals, talents, and 
other qualifications, expedite the period when it may be no 
longer necessary to maintain any distinction whatever between 
them and the other subjects of the Austrian monarchy.

Julius Isserlis, who gave a successfu) piano recital at 
the Aeolian Hall, London, last Weck, is a great-great- 
grandson of the famous Talmudist, Rabbi Moses Isserlis 
of Crakow. The pianist was born in the Ukraine. As 
a Jew, he found, of course, a great many obstacles set 
in his path, but by hard work he overcame them and, 
after studying first at Kiev and then at the Moscow 
Conservatoire (where he was a Gold Medallist), he 
became Professor of the Moscow Philharmonic in 1913. 
Since then he has travelled extensively, but he now looks 
forward to a long period of residence in England.

SCRIPTURE-AND STAGE 


Maxine Elliott, the celebrated actress who died™fast 
week, made her last London appearance as far back as 
1913. in the réle of Potiphar’s wife. in Louis N. Parker's 
“Joseph and His Brethren.”

A BIBLICAL PLAY 

Since the outbreak of war, the Religious Drama 
Society has started the Pilgrim Players. Touring the 
English countryside, they enhearten the population of 
the smaller towns and villages by presenting plays with 
a religious theme. Last week, they gave in Sussex the 
first public performance of D. H. Lawrence's “ David.” 
Written by one of the masters of modern literature, this 
play about the heroic slayer of Goliath well reproduces 
the Old Testament atmosphere, both in its spiritual 
power and in its skilful use of Hebraic literary forms. 

HEBREW IN ENGLISH 

There are, I believe, said to be over 900 Hebrew 
words, including names,of Biblical origin which have, 
in the past few centuries, become naturalised into 
English. It would be interesting to speculate on the 
number of Hebrew words which might still go through 
the same process. 1 have come across one used where 
I never expected to see it—the word matzo (or, as the 
London Jew has it, motza) on a hospital’s printed diet 
sheet in a far from preponderantly Jewish district. The 
Hammersmith Hospital issues a dict sheet, on which 
variations according to the patients requirements are 
made by appropriate crossings-out. A footnote read: 
“Suear, cakes, pastries, puddings, jam, bread, motza, 
potatoes, or fried food must not be eaten..." No

P.P.U. MEETING AT QUEEN’S HALL 


the Fascists Out ”’ 
MEMBERS’ REPLY TO FASCIST HECKLERS 


[From a Correspondent] 


“] suggest that propaganda against the Jews will meet 
with very little response at a’ meeting of this kind.” This 
statement by Dr Alex Wood, presiding at the Peace Pledge 
Union meeting at the Queen’s Hall, W., last Saturday, was 
greeted with a roar of applause. This was an impressive 
answer to persistent interruption by Fascists. 

The subject of the meeting was, “The case for a negotiated 

ace.” There were sporadic, and mostly inaudible, inter- 


jections until a fairly advanced stage of the meeting. until, . 


in fact, the Chairman promised that questions would be 
dealt with. At question time, however, a handful of 
Fascists put up a regular barrage of “Shoot the Jews! ” 
“Stop this Jewish war!” “Clear out the Jews!” These 
drew an answering cry of “Clear the Fascists out of the 

All the speakers at the meeting made it clear that while 
advocating peace with Germany, they held no brief, as 
Miss Mary Gamble put it, for Nazi barbarism and the 
persecution of Jews, Czechs, and Poles. Following an 
anti-Jewish interjection, Miss Gamble declared that she 
was for the freedom of all peoples, with all its implications. 

Mr. Middleton Murry considered that peace alone would 
destroy Hitlerism. Lord Ponsonby said that the war was 
depriving the German people of their chance of removing 
Hitler. His removal could have been brought about by a 
movement of passive resistance, in which the people might 
have opposed Nazi decrees and refused to subscribe to. 
anti-Christianity and anti-Semitism by flocking to the 
churches and standing by the Jews. 


Pacifists’ Anti-Racial Stand 


The tone of the meeting showed clearly that Fascist anti- 
Semitic penetration of the P-P.U. is not at present a menace. 
This impression is supported by a statement on the Tavistock 
“ peace proposals ” which has been issued by the P.P.U.'s 
Executive Committee. After denying having any part in 
obtaining the Tavistock proposals, which, it says, it will 
not support if they are merely propaganda to assist 
Germany as a belligerent, the statement adds: “ The P.P.U. 
desires to make clear fhat it has never been in any sense 
pro-Nazt. It has supported German demands for economic 
equality, which it believes reasonable, but it has never ceased 
to criticise the principle of totalitarianism, the suppression 
of personal liberty, and racial discrimination. The belief 
of the P.P.U. that war cannot right these wrongs does 
not mean that it does not recognise them as wrongs.

MOSLEY AND NAZIS’ “NOBLE EFFORTS” 
A Finnish Contradiction 
[Erom a Correspondent) 


The recent luncheon given at the Criterion Restaurant 
by the BU.F. brought together some four hundred people 
to hear Sir Oswald Mosley. The luncheon was timed for 
12.30, but began at 1.30. Mosley began his speech about 
2.30 and began by boasting that events had proved him 
right every time. That applied equally to the present war, 
which was justifying everything that he and Action had 
said would happen from the very beginning. 

The B.U.F. position was very simple, he said: the war 
proved that a powerfully organised defence, based on sea- 
power, air-power, and intensive home cultivation, could 
defeat any attack. England should therefore have kept out 
of Europe, and awaited Germany's attack at home. Instead, 
we had given a pledge to Poland which it was impossible 
to keep, but had not gone to the help of Finland, though 
the moral argument in favour of such. help was even 
stronger. The only reason why we had not gone to Fin- 
land's help was’ because there was a powerful Jewish 
influence in England which was against war ygth Russia. 
(He made no reference to the fact that the Nazis have 
been alleging that “Jewish circles” in England wished to 
fight Russia in defence of their alleged interests in Finland.) 

He called for the war to be stopped on the terms that 
Britain gave Germany back her colonies and recognised 
her right to leadership in Europe, while they cultivated 
their own colonies. 

Meantime, the war had got to be stopped, and the people 
must be shown that it was bound to end in stalemate. 
When that occurred, the war would. end. Then peace 


would be made on the terms he had Put forward from the ° 


beginning. Germany's leadership in Central Europe would 
be recognised, he declared. and her noble efforts to civilise 
the backward peoples of those parts would be on the same 
plane as our civilisation of. the Empire. But he did not 
trouble to discuss whether these “ backward peoples ” were 
really backward, or what he proposed should be done if 
they did not want to be “ civilised” by the Nazis. 


STORMY MEETING AT POOLE 
Mosley at Labour Hall 


There were many interruptions when Sir Oswald Mosley 
addressed a crowded meeting at the Centenary Hall, Poole, 
on Sunday. At one point. Councillor F. C. Reeve, 
Secretary of the East Dorset Labour Party. called for a 
“fair hearing” for Mosley. It may be noted that the 
Centenary Hall is the Labour Hall, and its letting to Mosley 
is said to have aroused much feeling among sections of the 
local Labour movement. Recently, a Fascist meeting in 
Poole was. addressed by Mr. Hugh Ross Williamson, 
formerly prospective Labour candidate for East Dorset and 
now a regular contributor to ACTION. 

At one stage, Mosley threatened to eject interruptors. 
He said that under B.U.F. rule there would be no persecu- 
tion of the Jews, because the Jews would not be in Britain. 
Neither would they be in Palestine. 


JUDGE AND ANTI-JEWISH SLANDER 


£10 Damages 


Mr. Justice Croom-Johnson, at the Assizes in Leeds. has 
held that a statement that the directors of a named company 
were “nothing but a bunch of Jews” was capable, in law 
of bearing a defamatory meaning, and he awarded £10 
damages in respect of such a statement, making total 
damages £210. The plaintiffs were Kallee, Ltd.. of Wardour 
Street, London, and the defendant Mr. William Norman 
Lockwood, of Beechwood Avenue, Wibsey, Bradford, 
proprietor of L. B. Lockwood, Ltd., Manchester Road, 
Bradford. 

Last July, Messrs. Katlee were contractors for new seating 
for the Coliseum Theatre, Chesterfield, which was being 
rebuilt after a fire. They complained that Mr. Lockwood 
uttered defamatory statements about them in the presence 
of the managing director of the theatre company and other 
persons. It was stated in court that none of the ditectors 
was, in fact, a Jew. The “Jew” allegation was one of 
three charges. 


An account by a Special Correspondent of the situation 
in North-East Leeds on the eve of the poll for the Partia- 
mentary by-election appears under “ Provinces” in this 
issue. The B.U.F. contested the election, marking the 
second occasion on which a Mosleyite candidate has stood 
for #arliament. The first occasion was in Silvertown 
recently.

INDUSTRIAL SETTLEMENT IN 
BRITISH HONDURAS 


500 Czech Handicraftsmen 
COLONIAL OFFICE APPROVAL 


The establishment of the Weiss-Budapest peasant 
handwork industry in British Honduras, described as 
the first substantial refugee enterprise along industrial 
lines and expected to absorb 500 émigrés in the first 
year, will get under way in the course of this month, 
the Refugee Economic Corporation announces in New 
York. 

The head of the firm is Martin Weiss, whose family 
is now living in Canada. His two sons are going to 
Europe to select the first settlers for the project, 
arrangements for which are reported to have been made 
with the British Colonial Office through the co-opera- 
tion of Mr. Malcolm MacDonald, according to Mr. 
Charles J. Liebman, President of the R.E.C. _ The 
refugees will be given visas valid until the end of 1940.. 

The Colonial Office is reported to have stipulated 
that eighty-five per cent. of the settlers should be 
refugees from Greater Germany now in Britain, France, 
or neutral countries, and the rest can come from Buda- 
pest. The Weiss firm will select families of six, all 
the members of which have been working for them 
in the past. Wetss-Budapest have had 8,000 operatives 
throughout Central Europe. 


Local Welcome 


Should the enterprise develop satisfactorily during the 
first year, the Colonial Office will take up the granting 
of further entry permits. The Governor of the British 
Colony, it is stated, welcomes the establishment of the 
enterprise. The local authorities have given assurances 
that the Government will bring electric power to the 
site and build the short road extension necessary. 

British Honduras was selected, the statement issued 
by the R.E.C. declares, because (1) the Colonial Office 
will grant immediate entry; (2) the Weiss firm will enjoy 
Imperial preference under the tariff laws; (3) natives 
of British Honduras can be employed, owing to their 
special skill in designing and handicraft. 

The chosen site for the colony is in the foothills of 
the Maya Mountains, enjoying a cooler climate than 
the country generally, which has a mean temperature ot 
78 degrees Fahrenheit. 


AMERICAN PARADOX 


Enough German Immigrants for 
Eleven Years 


AND NOT ENOUGH ENGLISH FOR ONE 


657,353 aliens were registered at American Consular 
offices as prospective immigrants during the last fiscal 
year, as compared with 317,000 applicants in 1938. 
309,782 applications belonged to the German quota, 
and most of these were by Jews. As the German quota 
allows for the entry of only 27,370 immigrants a year, 
it will take about eleven years for all these to secure 
entrance. 

The annual American immigration quota from all 
countries amounts to 153,774, but only thirty-eight per 
cent. of this total quota has been filled. The English 
quota, for instance, amounts to 65,721 a year, but only 


3,604 persons availed themselves of it. 


THE KIMBERLEYS SCHEME 


New South Wales Support 


Dr. I. Steinberg, of the Jewish Freeland League, 
spoke on the Kimberleys scheme at a meeting of the 
New South Wales Jewish Congregational Advisory 
Board at which delegates from all Jewish organisations 
were present. The meeting, which was under the chair- 
manship of Sir Samuel Cohen, passed the following 
resolution: “ That this meeting, representative of New 
South Wales Jewish activities, expresses its sympathy 
with the scheme put forward by Dr. Steinberg, and 
recommends that it, receive the utmost support of New 
South Wales Jewry subject to its endorsement by the 
Federal Government.” 

A meeting of leading churchmen in New South Wales 
has also decided to do all in its power to assist the 
plan. Dr. Steinberg addressed the meeting, which was 
presided over by the Bishop Coadjutor Dr. Pilcher, and 


was held in the Church House, St. Andrew's Cathedral, 
Sydney. 
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THE ALASKA SCHEME 


Big Majority in Favour 
IMPORTANT STATEMENT BY MR. ICKES 


Criticising opposition of “certain groups” in Alaska 
to colonisation of refugees, Mr. Harold L. Ickes, United 
States Secretary of the Interior, declared that the pro- 
posed settlement had received one of the most compre- 
hensive endorsements of any major national develop- 
ment ever proposed in the United States. 

Approval of the plan was given by 844 per cent. of 
338 newspapers which carried editorials on the subject, 
Secretary Ickes said, with 7 per cent. non-committal 
and 84 per cent. disapproving. Of the 4,135 letters 
received up to February, fewer than 0.5 per cent. were 
critical. 

While Continental reaction has been overwhelmingly 
favourable, Mr. Ickes declared, certain groups in the 
sparsely settled territory have voiced objection, claim- 
ing that Alaska should not be singled out for special 
legislation which would allow groups of American 
citizens and immigrants from Europe to settle there. 
The Chambers ,of Commerce of Juneau, Anchorage, 
Douglas, and Fairbanks have taken a stand against 
various aspects of the plan. 


Opposition from a Handful 


Pointing out that Alaska constantly requests and 
receives special legislation because of its special prob- 
lems, Secretary Ickes said: “ Much of this opposition 
is couched in incomprehensible phraseology. It is 
mainly from a handful of Alaska’s 30,000 white popula- 
tion, which feels that its monopoly of Alaska’s resources 
would be threatened by an increased population.” 

On the other hand, he said, four of Alaska’s Chambers 
of Commerce, those in Seward, Cordova, Skagway, and 
Petersburg, have expressed belief in the feasibility of 
the plan and have offered every co-operation. 

Ihe proposed programme, which would provide for 
development of Alaskan resources by privately financed 
limited-dividend corporations under Government super- 
vision, had attracted the attention of business people 
throughout the United States, Mr. Ickes said. It was 
expected that these would form a nucleus of business 
pioneers, furnishing the capital for enterprises upon 
which colonisation would be based. 


FROM LONDON TO PALESTINY 
Successful Trip Across France 


A JEWISH CHRONICLE representative writes: 

Mr. B. Sklowe, of the Palestine Orient Lloyd, of 
Bloomsbury Way, W.C., who has just returned from 
Paris and Marseilles, has been successful in obtaining 
French transit visas for German nationals who were in 
possession of visas for Palestine and who were hitherto 
unable to obtain transit visas. 

I have been informed by Mr. Sklowe that last week 
a party of over fifty, including twenty-five children of 
the Youth Aliyah, proceeded overland from London 
to Marseilles by way of Dieppe. The journey was 
smooth and successful in every way. , 

Mr. Sklowe pays high tribute to the Immigration and 
Customs officials—both the British officials at Newhaven 
and the French at Dieppe—and informed me that on 
arrival in Paris they were met by representatives of 
the Palestine office as well as representatives of the 
French authorities, who did everything possible for 
the welfare of the party during their short stay in the 
French capital. | 

The party proceeded in a special second-class coach 
which had been reserved for them on the train for 
Marseilles, where they embarked for Palestine in a 
Messageries-Maritimes liner. 

The success of the arrangements was due in no small 
measure to the efforts of Dr. G. G. Kullman, Deputy 
High Commissioner for Refugees Under the Protection 
of the League of Nations. 


CHILLY CHILE 
Refugees Tarned Away 


The Chilian Government has introduced a number of 
Bills into Parliament to restrict the immigration of Jewish 
refugees and the activities of those who are already in the 
country. It is understood that one of these Bills seeks to 
prohibit the refugees from engaging retail trade. 

In the meantime the Government has already taken 
steps to curb immigration. Jewish immigrants are for- 
bidden to stay in Santiago. They must settle in the meeer 
of the country. The latest group of refugees was forbidden 
to land, but the ban was lifted after the intervention of a 
friendly Government...

and misused the liberal immigration laws of Chile for their

HOME SECRETARY AND AN APPEAL 
[By our Lobby Correspondent] | 


An approach was made to the Home Secretary 
recently by the Parliamentary Committee on Refugees, 
asking if anything could be done to bring to this country 
certain refugees from Czechoslovakia. They had in 
mind divided families, where one member of the family 
is already here and had been led to expect that the 
wife or children would be able to follow. The war 
came before British visas could be granted to those 
cases. The Home Secretary has now replied to the 
Committee, however, holding out no hope that any 


refugees could be admitted from enemy territory to this 
country. 


A HAVEN IN ALGERIA 


The French Government has offered a haven in a district 
— — for 30,000 women and child refugees from 

oland. 

The settlement will be conducted under the authority of 
the Polish Ministry for Public Assistance, and preference 
will be given to the wives and children of men serving in 
the Polish Army in France. The remainder will be trans- 


ferred from Rumania, Hungary, and other Danubian 
countries, 


THE BRITISH TRIBUNALS 
Two Months’ Work 


[From our Special Correspondent] 


Liaison officers are being appointed for the new 
tribunals that are to be set up by the Home Office. 
Presiding officers—persons of judicial experience—are 
also being selected; and before beginning work, they 
are, I understand, to meet representatives of the 
voluntary refugee organisations and discuss general lines 
of policy. 

There are to be thirteen Advisory Committees in all: 
one in each of the Central Towns of the Civil Defence 
Regions, and three in London. Besides the Presiding 
and Liaison Officers, there are likely to be two laymen 
(of whom one will be a woman), and perhaps a represen- 
tative of the Defence Forces. 

It is expected that the work of the tribunals will last 
for about two months. 


The Joint Distribution Committee has sent $3,000 to 
the Hachnasat Orechim Society in Thessaloniki for refugees 
from Central Europe. The Hachnasat Orechim is maintaining 
seventy-five refugees. All expenses in connection with their 
emigration will be defrayed by the Hicem.

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MASARYK-GASTER FUND 


£10,000 Aimed At 


TO HELP CZECH REFUGEES 


A Fund, to be. known as “The Masaryk-Gaster 
Fund,” has been established by the Federation of 
Czechoslovakian Jews. 

Mr. H. A. Goodman presided on Sunday afternoon 
at a meeting of the Federation at Woburn House. It 
was held in honour of the ninetieth birthday of the 
late Thomas Masaryk (first President of Czechoslovakia) 
and in commemoration of the first Yahrzeit of the late 
Haham Dr. Moses Gaster. The proposed Fund— 
£10,000 is aimed at—will be used to assist in the emigra- 
tion and settlement of the numerous refugees from 
Czechoslovakia who are outside the scope of the several 
refugee funds, and for continuing and developing the 
Federation's work of welfare and assistance. 

The meeting was addressed by Mr. H. E. M. Masaryk 
and Mr. Neville J. Laski, K.-C. The Czechoslovakian 
National Committee was specially represented by M. J. 
Friedman, Dr. Henzl, and Dr. V. Benes, nephew of 
President Benes. Mrs. Gaster and other members of 
the Gaster family were also present. 

In the effort which they were making, said the Chair- 
man, and which had the sympathetic co-operation of 
the Czech Trust Fund and of the Czech National Com- 
mittee, they hoped to obtain the generous support of 
the Jewish Community in this country and beyond 
the seas. 


Czechs and Jews Should Get Together 


“IT am very bitter about Germany at the moment,” 
said Mr. Masaryk. “ Nevertheless, to renew the 
Germany which existed when the first President of 


Czechoslovakia and Haham Moses Gaster were in 


Leipzig—that is one of the aims of the war.” Mr. 
Masaryk stressed the fact that in these grave times it 
was the duty of Czechoslovaks and Jews to get together. 
He felt sometimes that there was room for a little more 
unity among them. They were all soldiers in a very 
great cause. it was not a matter of personalities in 
this terrific fight of God against the Devil. They did 
not count. They were not important. It was the idea 
that was all-important. He doubted if there had ever 
been a conflict as necessary and as great and glorious 
as the present one. There could be no negotiation with 
Hitler and there was not going to be any. negotiation 
with Hitler. There must be a free Czechoslovakia after 
this war, to which Jews could return. (Applause.) Mr. 
Masaryk told his audience always to be proud that they 
were Jews. 

Mr. Neville Laski, K.C., said that no State in the 
world had treated its Jews better than had the newly 
created State of Czechoslovakia, which they all hoped 
would rise again. (Applause.) Mr. Laski paid tributes 
to the memories of M. Masaryk and Haham Moses 
Gaster (his father-in-law), and expressed the hope that 
the Fund which was being created might be a great 
success. 

The proceedings terminated with the recital of the 
Hazkarah for the late Dr. Gaster and the singing of 
the British and the Czech National Anthems. 


CZECHS NEED RETRAINING 
Too Many Professional Workers 
‘From Our Special Correspondent) 


From a number of different sources I have heard com- 
plaints about the extent to which Czechoslovakian 
refugees are finding themselves neglected so far as 
vocational retraining is concerned. 

There are about 9,500 refugees from Czechoslovakia 
in this country. They include a great number of 
German, Austrian, and Sudeten refugees. Some 4,500 
—according to a statement by Sir John Anderson in 
the House of Commons—are supported by the Czech 
Refugee Trust Fund. Analysis has revealed that 1,28 
were professional workers and 1,410 were engaged in 
trade and commerce. That is, there are 2,690 refugees 
—more than fifty-seven per cent. of those supported by 
the Trust—whose previous occupations, under existing 
conditions, do not qualify them for work in this or 
any other country. But so far. they have been given 
no training whatsoever to enable them to enter other 
trades and crafts. 

It is urged that the Czech [rust must set up an 
efficient department for vocational training. 

This, incidentally, is the only way in which it will 
be at all possible to reduce the sums paid as grants to 
refugees. Work for the refugees, either here or over- 
seas, is the only way out. 


DR. BENES VISITS TREFOREST 
Czech Factories Inspected 


Dr. Edouard Benes recently visited the Treforest 
Trading Estate to inspect factories started by Czechs 
and employing Welsh labour. 

There were present to meet him the following Czech 
manufacturers who have opened industries on_ the 
estate: Messrs. H. Schmolka, director and manager otf 
Menomat, Ltd.; E. Mestitz, director of Elco, Ltd.; J. 
Pick, director of Messrs. Burry, Son and Co., Ltd.; A. 
Herz, director of Metal Products, Ltd.; and H. Tauber, 
managing director of Metal Alloys. 

Mr. W. B. Johnson, Secretary of the Estate, at the 
annual dinner of Aberdare Chamber of Trade, replied 
to criticisms of a large trading estate being placed at 
Treforest instead of factories in various parts of South 
Wales. 

He described the Treforest Estate as a snowball which 
would increase in size. The task of reindustrialising 
South Wales was not yet finished. Already eighty new 
factories had been established at the Treforest Estate 
giving employment to 9,000 persons, and that figure 
would eventually be increased to 15,000 permanent 
workers. At least half of those would be men. Factories 
at the estate were paying out £650,000 in wages annually

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YIVO’S QUESTIONNAIRE 


A Record of Case-Histories 
[(COMMUNICATED] 


The Committee of the London Section of the Jewish 
Scientific Institute (Yivo) has been in the past few 
months enlarged by the addition of a few noted scholars, 
including some representatives of the refugee centres in 
London. 

The Yivo has taken steps to obtain a thorough record 
of case-histories relating to the Jewish refugees who 
have arrived in this country since 1933. A questionnaire 
on the life and social status of the refugee is being 
prepared with a view to collating the personal experience 
of the refugees, the destruction they personally wit- 
nessed, the losses they sustained, and all the rest of 
the extremely important human material they can 
provide while fresh in their memories. 

The collections of materials and data on which the 
Yivo is now engaged will help to provide records not 
only of a historical but of a practical and imme- 
diate character for the purpose of a complete and 
systematic preparation of the peace demands of the 
Jews. 

At the last meeting of the Yivo Committee, which 
was held at the Czech-Jewish Club, 28, Belsize Park 
Gardens, N.W., some of the new members participated, 
including Mrs. Malkah Locker and’ Drs. Smolka, 
Kobler, and Bruno Heilig. Dr. J. Maitlis presided, 
and in commemoration of the first anniversary of Dr. 
M. Gaster’s death, Mr. Joseph Leftwich read a paper 
on Dr. Gaster as a scholar and a great Jew, who was 
not only the President of the London branch but a 
member of the Curatorium of the Institute in Vilna. 


Sir George Franckenstein Hon. President 


An Austrian Academy is to be founded in Great 
Britain, where there are many scholars and artists who 
represent the national culture of their homeland. 

The Academy aims to be an institute, where lectures 
will be delivered on the cultural achievements nurtured 
and realised on Austrian soil. The lectures, which as 
a rule will be delivered in English, will be public and 
accessible to everyone. Alll politics will be excluded. 

In collaboration with the Austrian Circle for Arts 
and Science, the Austrian Academy intends also to 
organise concerts, art exhibitions, and similar activities. 

Simultaneously, a “ Society of Friends of the Austrian 
Academy ” has been founded, which will number among 
its members those British people who have, for many 
years, shown a deep and friendly interest in Austria. 

It is hoped that the inauguration of the Academy will 
take place in April. Sir George Franckenstein, the 
former Austrian Minister, has consented to act as Hon. 
President. 


A meeting of prominent Mexican Jewish leaders held in 
Mexico City decided to raise a fund to pay the travelling expenses 
of 500 Jewish refugees who are to leave different countries for 
Palestine. A committee has been appointed, and several large 
contributions have already been received. 


KEREN HATORAH RELIEF FUND 
Saving the Yeshivot 


Dayan Abramski presided over a conference convened 
by the Keren Hatorah Relief Fund held last week at Stern's 
Hotel, Aldgate, E., at which the following resolution was 
carried : 

This conference of Rabbis and synagogal representatives of 
London, having heard the harrowing report about the Polish 
refugees in Lithuania, welcomes the efforts which are being made 
by the Keren Hatorah and the Chief Rabbinate of Jerusalem to 
facilitate the emigration to Palestine of the 2,000 Yeshiva 
students and their Rabbis who have escaped from Poland. 

This conference asks H.M. Government in this dire hour of 
need to assist these citadels of the Torah to re-establish them- 
selves in the Holy Land. 

Mr. A. M. Kaizer, Secretary of the Polish Relief Fund, 
gave a report on the situation in Vilna and the Baltic 
countries, with particular reference to the Yeshivot. It 
was a harrowing and depressing account. 

Rabbi A. Twerski spoke on the work of the British Keren 
Hatorah and Mr. H. A. Goodman on the efforts being made 
to assist the Yeshivot and to help them to emigrate to 
Palestine. 

Rabbi. Abramski, in a concluding address, made a stirring 
appeal for support for the cause of the Yeshivot. 


ANTI-NAZI INTERNEES IN FRANCE 


On the outbreak of the war, concentration camps were 
established for the purpose of keeping under surveillance 
thousands of Germans residing in me Bey They included 
a great number of anti-Nazi refugees. With the aid and 
approval of the French Minister of Public Health, a body 
called the Commission des Centres de Rassemblement has 
been formed to better the living conditions of internees. 
Clothing, food, medical supplies, reading matter, etc., are 
distributed on a non-sectarian basis. Leaders of all the 
faiths and of the Red Cross are among those included in 
the list of sponsors. The Commission depends entirely on 
Contributions, and aid is urgently required. The Secretary

A Very Interesting Refugee 


At the Brook Street Galleries Samson Schames is 
exhibiting for the first time in England. He isa German 
Jewish refugee from Frankfort. He studied in Frank- 
fort and Munich and has lived and painted a certain 
amount in France. His pictures in the Jewish Museum 
in Frankfort have been slashed and mutilated by the 
Nazis. 

He is obviously a very talented artist with a pleasant 
colour sense and a flair for atmosphere. His sense of 
colour has developed considerably since he has got away 
from the influence of the harshnesses of Pechstein and 
Kokoshka. The colour of England seems to suit his 
brush and the work done since he has been here is by 
far his best. : 

“ Seagulls © is a painting of the Thames from, I should 
think, the Tate Gallery. The colour is quite delightful, 
and, although the whole is as intangible as a Whistler, 
one feels the solidity behind it. 

“ London,” another Thames picture, is also excellent. 
as is “* Oxford Street,” an impression of that busy street 
rather like Pissarro’s study of the Grands Boulevards in 
Paris. It 1s full of bustle and noise and grey, pearly 
light. 

His “ Nude” just falls short of being & very fine pic- 
ture. The water-colours and monotypes, especially the 
tree-studies, are personal and very pleasant. hope 
people will avail themselves of Mr. Schames’ moderate 
prices: they will be supplying themselves with good pic- 
tures and will give Mr. Schames the opportunity to 
develop an interesting talent. 


A NICHOLSON DISCOVERY 


The work of Thomas Churchyard is unknown to the 
general public. Like Constable and Crome (both of 
whom he knew well and admired; he was the sometime 
possessor of the “ Windmill on Mousehole Heath,” now 
in the National Gallery, and many. Constables) he was 
a Suffolk man. Born in Melton in 1798, he was trained 
for the law and settled to practise in Woodbridge. 
Although he exhibited at the Academy and elsewhere, 
he was an amateur, but an amateur in the exact sense 
of the word. 

His smal] oils at Nicholson's Gallery demonstrate his 
much more than amateur craftsmanship. He had a 
definitely personal vision and a true delight in nature. 
His fluid brush line, his lively way of painting horses or 
cloud effects, his sometimes bold and imaginative colour 
belong to the impressionist school; though probably he 
had never heard of them. Some of his little studies are 
as good as early Corots.

HEBREW CHRONOLOGY 


There was one sentence in my review last week of Mr.

“If the king began his reign before Nisan, that portion of 
his accession year is included in the last year of the previous 
king's reign.” I want to make it clear that this refers to 
non-Hebrew kings. For Hebrew kings the portion of the 
accession year before Nisan (even if only one day——see Rosh 
Hashana 2a) is counted as the first regnal year. The 
Babylonians, Persians, and other Eastern peoples, however, 
counted the portion of the accession year before Nisan as 
belonging to the previous king's reign.—Rappi Dr. A. E.

On coming to this city a vear ago, | was pained 
to find the laxity prevailing with regard to Sabbath. observ- 
ance with tts concomitant. sequel of empty Synagogues. 
Since then, | have made Sabbath observance and Synagogue 
attendance two of the main planks on my religious plat- 
form; but my appeal has been directed not so much to 
those who are forced by sheer stress of circumstances to 
desecrate the Lord’s day as to those who do not work on 
that day, such as women, adolescents, and children, who 
can join in public worship—and do not. I am convinced 
that if all those who could come would, their example 
would even lead to greater sacrifices made for the Sabbath. 
The Bureau, however, cannot be established by spiritual 
leaders. They are not employers of labour. -The initiative 
must be taken by members of the Community who are 
employers of labour and who value the Sabbath day as one 
of the fundamental institutions of Judaism and one of the 
main reasons for the miraculous survival of our people. 
Wherthe prejudice existing against Jewish employees is 
removed and when the vouth no longer regard the sincere 
appeals of their spiritual leaders as “ platitudes,” then there 
will be some chance of the Bureau ameliorating the unsatis- 
factory situation that exists to-day not only in Merseyside 
but throughout the Anglo-Jewish Community.—Raspei Dr.

“COMMERCIALS” AND ANTI-SEMITISM 

Your correspondent, “Commercial Traveller.” 1s woe- 
fully at fault when he attempts to estimate the knowledge 
which Jewish commercials require on the “ finer courtesies 
of the road.” As a commercial traveller who has been on 
the road for the last thirty-five years up and down the 
country, it has been my experience that a Jewish traveller 
is respected no less than any other citizen. Moreover, not 
once have I ever seen or heard of any serious indiscretion 
committed by a fellow-traveller. To suggest, as “Com- 
mercial Traveller * does, that Jewish travellers need tuition 
in the art of saying “Good evening, gentlemen” is 
ridiculous. It is my belief -that anti-Semitism is _ less 
apparent amongst commercial travellers than in any other 
walk of life—-Mr, J. Lasky. Sl, Theobalds Road, 
Holborn, W.C.1. 


There are two ways in which Jewish commercial travellers 
may combat the anti-Semitism which shows itself from time 
to time in the profession: (1) To do as Mr. Jack Raphael 
Suggests and join the United Kingdom Commercial 
Travellers’ Association, which is made up of thousands of 
“commercials” of every religious denomination and in 
which tolerance and brotherliness are prominent features: 
and (2) never to allow in a commercial room prejudiced 
expressions of- opinion against Jews and Jewish commercial 
travellers to pass for fact when a word or two may correct 
misstatements and remove animosity. For thirty-seven 
years | have been a member of the U.K.C.T.A. and have 
fought every anti-Semitic attack which has come to my 
notice. But I am sorry to say that this is not the case with 
many Jewish “ commercials "—-so often they “ look the other 
way.” Iam proud of the fact that non-Jewish commercial 
travellers up and down the country respect me for this 
stand I have always taken for Jewry.——Mr. Ratpu Lyons, 
34, Gaysham Avenue, Ilford, Fssex. 


As an old commercial traveller of nearly half a century’s 
experience, 1 doubt if anti-Semitism in this country is of 
such a serious nature as your recent leading article would 
Suggest. For the last twelve years I have travelled regularly 
all over the southern half of Great Britain, and prior to 
that I travelled the northern districts, including Scotland 
and the whole of Ireland. Amongst my numerous customers, 
and in the various hotels, | very rarely hear any adverse 
criticism of our people, or anything that can be truly 
described as anti-Semitic. I would be ready at any time 


to join a body whose object is to counteract the anti-Semitic 
menace if I could observe that such a menace existed. My 
own experience “on the road” leads me to the opinion 
that at no time have the English people—as a whole— 
heen more favourable to the Jews. Does not the Silvertown 
election result prove that anti-Semitism in this country 
only exists in an insignificant form? Of course, I may have 
been fortunate in constantly escaping the “bad spots” 
of anti-Semitism during my travels, and 1 am open to con- 
viction that this menace is as serious as described.--Mr.

Their propaganda, more insidious 
and infinitely more successful than the open variety, must 
be checked by other methods. But “attack” is an even 
more skilled and exhausting operation than defence.

“KING'S LYNN—THE WHEEL OF HISTORY ” 
The letter from the Rev. J. Halpern in your March I tssue 
is more than interesting. I have taken a great deal of trouble 
to trace the life of Jewry in this ancient city of King's 
ivnn. the Methodist chapel referred to by Mr. Halpern 
was built in 1813, the site thereof was supposed to have 
been a Synagogue, and the proof offered is a stone 
bowl on exhibition which was taken from the site and is 
shown as a Jewish font taken from the former site of the 
Jews’ Synagogue. I have seen this bowl and # has no 
relation to anything Jewish. I have been fortunate enough 
to have secured the English inscripgion of five tombstones 
in the small cemetery in Millfleet, the first being the stone 
of one Solomon Levy, who was buried in $562-1802. A 
Mr. Hart Jones set up as a jeweller and silversmith in 
1760, and Mr. Thew, writing in 1890, tells us that there 
was a Synagogue in’a yard near Mansell and Targetts’ shop 
in High Street, and the most prominent member was an 
optician of the name of Judah Hynes. He further tells us 
that “ there was a Rabbi who eked out his living by acting 
aS an interpreter to the foreign sailors who frequented the 
port.” In 1272-3, Surrey Street was known as Jews Lane, 
and this name of Jews Lane is still to be found in the 
present-day rate book.—Mr. Jutius M. Himscn, 
Goldhurst Terrace, N.W.6.

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VETERAN CHESS MASTER’S FEAT 
Mr. Jacques Mieses at Seventy-Five 


MEETS TWENTY-TWO PLAYERS ON 
HIS BIRTHDAY 


Mr. Jacques Mieses, the international chess veteran, 
celebrated his seventy-fifth birthday recently in fine style 
—he faced twenty-two players in a simultaneous display 
at the National Chess Centre, Cavendish Street, W., and 

‘Jost but two of the games. He won fifteen and drew five. 

Mr. Mieses’ career as a chess player has been a brilliant 
one—indeed, he is often referred to among the chess 
fraternity as “the man who 
wins the Brilliancy Prize,” a 
special prize that is awarded 
at many tournaments. He 
learned the game at Leipzig 
(where he was born) when 
fourteen years old; at seven- 
teen was already a member 
of the Leipzig Chess Club, 
one of the best, at the time, 
in Germany; and won the 
first prize in the same year in 
the Club tournament. 

The first international 
tournament in which he took 
part was at Breslau in 1889, 
when he won third prize 
against many famous players. 
Some other achievements in 
tournament play have been: 
first prize at Vienna in 1907, ahead of Duras, Maroczy. 
Tartakover, and Widmar; first prize at Liverpool in 1923; 
first prize in the Margate Premier Reserves in 1937 and 
again in 1939, 

Fifteen months ago in Holland. Mr. Mieses’ achieve- 
ment of a blindfold exhibition against six boards simul- 
taneously was unique for a player of his years. In a 
fascinating article in the CONTEMPORARY REVIEW, of 
February, entitled “Psychology and the Art of Chess,” 
Mr. Mieses has touched on this subject of age. Examining 
the careers of the great chess players. he finds that they 
had all shown excellence already in their youth; had then 
slowly ripened until, at approximately forty, the summit 
of their powers was reached; on this summit they remained 
for a period of from fifteen to twenty years; their sixticth 
year aS a rule marked the beginning of a more or less 
gradual decline. His own case is rather exceptional. He 
told a ‘representative of THe Jewisti CHRONICLE that he 
felt that his own chess ability had not duminished. 

As'a writer about chess, Mr. .Mieses is, if anything. 
better known than as a player. He has written almost 
a library on the game. Among his books that have been 
translated into English, a recently published one (by Bell 
and Sons) is “Instructive positions from the masters.” 
Before leaving Germany in 1938--he was compelled to do 
sO because of pressure from the Naz! Party he conducted, 
all at the same time, chess columns in six papers, 


Mr. N. Glasberg’s Displays 

The Chess Section of the Anglo-Palestinian Club arranged 
on Saturday night the second of two simultaneous displays 
by Mr. N. Glasberg, a member of the Club. 

Mr. Glasberg won six games out of seven, in the first 
exhibition a few weeks ago he had won against all eight of 
his adversaries. He is a refugee from Vienna, where he 
was known to be one of the strongest amateur players: he 
was chosen to represent Austria in international chess. He 
specialised in problem-composing; and many of his chess 
problems appeared im Austrian journals Mr. Glasberg did 
very well two weeks ago to come fifth in a national light- 
ning tournament held at the Nationa! Chess Centre, for those 
who took part were the strongest o! Britain’s chess players.

Everywhere investors were preparing to play their 
full part in the national effort by subscribing to the 
new loan and setting aside their available funds for that 
purpose. 

The extent of this effort was seen in the flood of 
subscriptions pouring into the Bank of England and in 
the announcements by many large concerns of substan- 
tial subscriptions. The Distillers Company, for instance, 
applied for £1,000,000. Banks and imsurance com- 
panies assisted with schemes for helping investors to 
take full advantage of the Government offer 

Natutally the result in markets was a very small 
volume of business and even a tendency for prices 
generally to ease a little in the absence of new buyers. 
Ihe tone is confident, however, and there ts little 
doubt that with the War Loan successfully floattd a 
revival in other markets will steadily develop 


BRAZIL RESUMES PAYMENT 


An important event of the past week has been the dect- 
sion of Brazil to resume interest payments on her external 
debt. Brazil has been in deiault since 1937 and for a long 
time litthe progress was made with negotiations for resump- 
tion of payments. The agreement now reached reflects the 
more prosperous conditions in South America resulting 
largely from the war 

Ihe scale of interest payments will range from SO per 
cent. of the full interest due on the four S$ per cent. Fund- 
ing assues and the San Paulo Coffee 7 per cent. 
Loan, to 13 per cent. of full interest on some of the State 
Loans. Altogether it amounts to an average of about 1 per 
cent. on the external debt. The agreement ts for a period 
of four years, 

ihe amount is small but mu will be very welcome to 
bondholders and is of special importance in war time when 
every penny of overseas income counts for so much. The 
market for Brazil bonds has made little response so far, 
all markets for the moment being overshadowed by the 
War Loan at home.

WAR EFFORT OF THE L.ALS. 


Reviewing in Carry On, the staff journal of the London, 
Midland and Scottish Railway, the completion of six 
months of war effort, Lord Stamp, the Chairman of the 
Company, reveals that 336 L.M.S. coaching vehicles have 
been converted for use as ambulance trains. “In a single 
month,” observes Lord Stamp, “the L.M.S. ran no fewer 
than 559 special trains for the fighting services, the total 
personnel coneveyed by those trains exceeding 143,000 
officers and men, apart from large numbers who travelled 
by the ordinary services.” Other points from Lord Stamp’s 
war review include the following: The arrival io this 
country of two of the Canadian contingents involved the 
running on the L.M.S. of nearly fifty special trains.

** Cousin Myriel ”’ 


New Clemence Dane Play 


The last weeks of August, 1939, in which the action 
of this play takes place, were full of brooding, anxious 
drama. But so much can scarcely be said of the action 
in the first act of “ Cousin Muriel.” 

The fact that the author has placed her story in this 
period suggests that the events of the time should have some 
intrinsic significance in the dramatic progress. But actually 
the main interest, indeed the drama itself, consists in the 
revelation of the character of Cousin Muriel. This affable 
lady, it subsequently emerges, has about as much moral 
sense as the man who, in the international field, has been 
the cause of all the trouble. Cousin Muriel is a masteriy 
example of character creation, and, in her portrayal of 
the part, Edith Evans shows us not only her versatility but 
her superbly subtle grasp of this woman’s mentality. It 
is not a pleasant revelation, and Miss Evans faces it with 
absolute artistic integrity. Peggy Ashcroft, as an essentially 
“nice” girl, has a more grateful task and performs it very 
beautifully. Then there is an obtuse but very decent 
middle-aged medical knight adroitly presented by Frederick 
Leister; an interesting young man interestingly played by 
Alec Guinness; and a comic maid very amusingly 
grotesqued by Betty Chancellor—if one can grotesque such 
everyday Oddities. Yes, the characterisation is sincere and 
discreet, and there is developed a very real dilemma. But 
it is the sort of problem that unfolds itself‘to better advan- 
tace in the pages of a novel than in the more exacting 
technique of the theatre. 


Beggar’s Opera”’ 
Mr. John Gielgud’s Production 


If you know the products of Glyndebourne, the work 
of Gielgud, and the material of Gay, you can form an 
accurate estimate in advance of the quality of this latest 
version of “ The Beggar's Opera” at the Haymarket 
Theatre presented by Glyndebourne Productions Ltd. 

The musical side is impeccable, Mr. Frederick Austin’s 
musical version, under his own direction, being a delight 
in itself. Mr. Gielgud’s producing is effected with a notice- 
able consciousness of the work's artistic possibilities; and 
over all there is spread the Glyndebourne spirit which 
manages discreetly to convey that to pay a visit to the 
purlieus of the Fleet prison in the eighteenth century 1s 
“ quite definitely done.” True, to soften the hard brilliance 
of Gay and his period, Mr. Gielgud has lifted the 
“Opera” into the next century—after all, the Regency 
period suggests greater scope for sentiment and less of the 
restriction of sheer hard eighteenth-century cleverness and 
wit. 

And so it is quite right that the Macheath of Michael 
Redgrave should be a fine romantic figure. Joseph Farring- 
ton’s Lockit and Roy Henderson's Peachum are vivid villains 
of almost Dickensian flavour. and very satistactory. per- 
formances Come from Audrey Mildmay, as Polly Peachum, 
and from Linda Gray, as Lucy Lochkit. 


“Under One Roof” 
Family Play at Richmond 


Mr. Kim Peacock, the author of this new play at 
the Richmond Theatre this week —and also the very 
excellent producer—has achieved what might have been 
thought the impossible. het 

He has written a “family” play which is different. We 
have had s6 many family plays. and so many of them 
successful, which have really been Jittle better than exercises 
in commonplace though very profitable insincerity. How 
aptly do Walter Raleigh's words describe the workings Of a 
certain kind of “family Playwright: 

“All the intricacies which life offers to the will and the 
intellect he lards and obliterates by the timely effusion of 
tearful sentiment. His humanitarianism is a more popular, 
as it 1s an easier, ideal than humanity —it asks no expense of 
thought.” 

For Mr. Peacock to have steered his Howard family 
away from such venialities as Raleigh touched upon 1s a 
performance to his credit. And in the execution of his 
design he is hel ped by the skill of a brillant cast which 
includes Cathleen Nesbitt, David Horne, Margaret Scuda- 
more, Maire O'Neill, Rachel Kempson. and Brian Oulton. 
Mr. Horne’s picture of the spirituous Bill, whose character 
is revealed rather than distorted by his alcoholic potions, ts 
a deft and notable piece of work.

Hailstone, Galistone, and Pebble 
(By our Cinema Correspondent) 


The film's latest attraction is undoubtedly Adolf 

Hitler. After being featured in every newspaper and 
on every bookstall, he will shortly be seen in a variety 
Of films in a variety of guises. 
_ Nazty Spy,” a two-reel Columbia burlesque, 
is coming here shortly from America. The “ ‘Three 
Stooges,” Moe Howard, Curly Howard, and Larry Fine, 
salirise the characters of Hitler,*Goering, and Goebbels, 
who rule in the country of Moronica. Their names are 
Hailstone, Gallstone, and Pebble, and there is also a 
beautiful spy, Mata Herring, who attempts to poison the 
dictator. The Americans just loved it. . 

Then there is “ The Curse of the Swastika.” which is 

being made in England by Pathé. This will be a serious 
record of the growth of the Nazi Party and a study of 
Hitler’s life. Much of it will be authentic material 
taken {rom news reels, but parts will be studio- produced, 
and the finished film, which will be about 6.000 feet, 
should be rather after the style of the recent radio series, 
“ The Shadow of the Swastika.” 
_ A fiction drama about the work of anti-Nazi groups 
in Germany is called “ Hitler—ihe Beast of Berlin,” 
and was made in America before the war. The horrors 
of the concentration camps and the printing and distri- 
bution of anti-Nazi leaflets are vividly shown, and news- 
reel shots of Hitler have also been used. The picture 
is dedicated to those groups in Germany who are 
courageously working for the downfall of the system. 

The French are also having a thrust at Hitler. 
Apres Mein Kampf—Mes Crimes!—par Adolph 
Hitler,” is nearly finished, and His Eminence Cardinal 
Verdier, of Paris, has consented to appear in person 
in one scene in order to abjure the barbarism of racial 
and religious persecution. The film reconstructs all 
the major crimes of Hitler’s seven years in power.

who makes Pinocchio-~is given the same understanding and 
depth of character that Disney former!) reserved only for 
animals.

GOLDEN AGE OF ENGLISH MUSIC 
Car! Doimetsch Takes Us Back 


The Tea-time Concerts at Queen Mary Hall are well 
maintaining their interest. Last week we were treated 
to « recital such as one hears only once in a very rare 
while. ‘Car! Dolmetsch with his Recorders, and Joseph 
Saxby at the Harpsichord, together with Miuiette 
Muthesius, carried us back to the golden age of English 
music, with songs and two instrumental works by Pur- 
cell, while’ Handel and the littl known De Caix 
@Hervelois of the eighteenth century reminded us that 
the modern piano and, for that matter, all the develop- 
ment in music for keyed instruments is of very recent 
growth. Most interesting of all was the Purcell Recita- 
tive and Aria, “ The Blessed Virgin’s Expostulation,” 
which did more to convince me that Purcell is very 
nearly what he is claimed to be than almost anything 
else of his I know. And, although I cannot regard the 
Recorder with all the extravagant veneration of its 
enthusiasts, the sounds produced by Carl Dolmetsch 
were charmingly musical, by comparison with so much 
of the noise one hears these days. 


SCHUMANN’S PIANOFORTE CONCERTO 


Louis Kentner played Schumann's Pianoforte Con- 
certo with considerable virtuosity, but with equal musi- 
cianly understanding, at the concert of the New Sym- 
phony Orchestra given, with Sir Hamilton Harty con- 
ducting, at the Palladium on Sunday afternoon. It is 
not easy to play the concerto convincingly, as though 
it were a genuinely great work, but Louis Kentner did 
that, and more. The whole of the concert was distin- 
guished by a musical, rather than a meretricious con- 
ception, even Chaikovsky’s Fourth Symphony being per- 
formed with commendable restraint,
